NEWARK, N.J.(AP) - 


Roving bands of Puerto Rican 
youths threw firebombs and* 
looted stores in a 12-block area 
of Newark on Tuesday night, 
police said. Seventeen persons 
were injured and 31 arrested. 


Twelve of those hurt were 


policemen, but the extent of in- 
juries was not known. 


It was the third day of dis- 


orders for the city of 400,000, 
New Jersey's largest. 


Police Director' Hubert A. 


Williams said 30 adults and one 
juvenile were arrested on a 
variety of charges including dis- 
turbance of the peace, burglary, 
theft .and assault on a police of- 
ficer. 


Williams, at a news con- 


ference, said despite the 
violence a "relative calm" 
prevailed in the city. 


Tuesday night's disorders 


centered around Columbus 
Homes, a city-owned housing 
project where most residents are 
Puerto Rican. About 200 police 
patroled the area near the 
project. 


The housing project is, in the 


predominantly white North 
Ward, about a mile from City 
Hall and the downtown commer- 
cial district. 


Police used tear gas to chase 


the hit-and-run bands of youths 
from storefronts in a 12-block 
area. A dozen stores along 
Seventh Avenue and a half-dozen 
more elsewhere in the North 
Ward were looted, police said. 


At least seven firebombs were 


thrown, Williams said. 


Williams, a black, denied 


police-radio reports that officers 
were fired on at the housing 


project. He said what sounded 
like gunfire was in fact truck 
backfires. 


However, an officer at the 


housing project said: "I definite- 
ly "heard at least one shot and it 
was not from anyone I was with. 
We do not know the source of 
the shooting. It came from the 
general direction of the 
project." 


On Tuesday afternoon a brief 


outbreak of firebombing and 
looting was reported only hours 
after Mayor Kenneth A. Gibson 
imposed a ban on street 
demonstrations. Heavy rain 
ended those disturbances. 


He also met with community 


leaders in an attempt to quell 
the disorders which began on 
Sunday at a Puerto Rican 
festival in a county park. 


About 10 per cent of the city's 


population is Puerto Rican. 


Before the meeting, some 75 


persons demonstrated outside 
City Hall in defiance of the ban 
Gibson "imposed on street 
protests. Three attempts by the 
group to storm City Hall were 
rebuffed by police cordons on 
the steps. 


The building was declared off- 


limits Tuesday to all except city 
employes and "those with 
legitimate business," one 
policeman said. Newsmen were 
denied entrance. 


Sigfredo Carrion, a spokesman 


for the People's Committee 
Against Repression and Police 
Brutality and one of the com- 
munity leaders who met with 
Gibson, said, "If the city does 
not provide proper avenue for 
redress, the people will take out 
their anger on those institutions 


around that bring about their 
plight."

The North Ward is 
predominantly white, but also

Parts Of 72 Bodies Unearthed 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - 


Turkish troops digging in a gar- 
bage dump at the deserted 
village of Maratha unearthed by 
nightfall Tuesday parts of the 
corpsejs of 72 Turkish Cypriot 
men, women and children. 


In Istanbul, Turkish Prime 


Minister Bulent Ecevit warned 
that his country would take 
"serious measures" in Cyprus if 
Turkish Cypriots continued to be 
massacred. 


In an apparent effort to 


diminish the threat to future 
Cyprus peace talks caused by 
evidence of major atrocities, the 
Greek Cypriot government in 
Nicosia again asked the Turks to 
accept impartial investigations 
of all atrocity reports on the 
island. 


The Turkish prime minister 


said the mass grave near 


Maratha was' a "concrete and 
bloody" example of atrocities by 
the Greek Gypriots against their 
countrymen of Turkish blood. 


Ecevit told a news conference 


the Greeks were making 
"illogicial and unreasonable 
demands" from Turkey as 
preconditions to return to the 
conference table for a Cyprus 
settlement. He said they in- 
cluded withdrawal of Turkish 
troops from Cyprus before 
settlement. 


He forecast "double Enosis" 


or annexation of one part of the 
island by Greece and another by 
Turkey if Greece would not 
negotiate.

Maratha, 12 miles northwest of 
Famagusta, were so broken and 
decomposed that a count was 
impossible, but Swedish chief in-

Iron Cloud said, they saw a 
"land of golden opportunity, all 
the land they could take." 


"The country was founded on 


greed and exploitation." 


The Dawes Act-of 1887, he 


said, "ripped off" about 90 
million acres from Indians. He 
said that under the law 135 
million acres were set aside for 
Indians, but each Indian was 
allotted only 160 acres. The 
remainder, the 90 million acres, 
was opened to homesteaders, he 
said. 


Another example of white 


greed cited by Iron Cloud was 
the Treaty of 1868, a document 
that spokesman for the 
American Indian Movement 
have said was the reason for 
Wounded Knee. 


Grain Warehouse 
Program Rapped

The draft, obtained by The 


Star, said the commission's in- 
spectors seldom recognize the 
shortages c* seek disciplinary ac- 
tion.

elevators visited in Jane, 1174 
listed shortages or inadequate 
records at 12 elevators and no 
problem at four. One of the 
elevators cited is owned by Sen. 
Jutes Burbach of Crofton; the 
report said Burbach Elevator 
was short, U£J7 bosheb of com 
ulndi should hive been caught 
by commission inspectors. 


The report indicates similar 


criticism was leveled at the com- 
mimon in December, 1973, and 


that as of April, 1974 "there was 
no noticeable improvement in 
the quality of examinations."

Washington - Gen. Alexander 
M. Haig Jr., chief of the White 
House staff, is expected to be ap­ 
pointed supreme commander of 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and of U.S. forces 
in Europe by President Ford, 
two authoritative administration 
officials said Tuesday. 
To take the post he will be 
recalled to active duty as a four- 
star Army general, a status from 


which he retired in August 1973, 
three months after he replaced 
H R. Haldeman as former Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon’s top White 
House aide, the officials said. 
The White House said through 
a spokesman that it could not 
comment on the report. Another 
high administration official said 
that Ford was exploring several 
options concerning Haig and that 
he wanted him to stay on for 
awhile. This official said that the 
decision was not imminent. But 


the NATO post was the most 
likely one for Haig, he added. 
Haig, who will be 50 in 
December, would succeed Gen. 
Andrew J. Goodpaster, 59. 
Nixon named Goodpaster 
supreme Allied commander in 
Europe in 1969. 
The commander has the dou­ 
ble function of overseeing the 15- 
member Atlantic defense com­ 
munity and the more than 300,- 
000 U.S. servicemen stationed in 
Europe. 


Parts Of 72 Bodies Unearthed 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 
Turkish troops digging in a gar­ 
bage dump at the deserted 
village of Maratha unearthed by 
nightfall Tuesday parts of the 
corpses of 72 Turkish Cypriot 
men, women and children. 
In Istanbul, Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevit warned 
that his country would take 
“serious measures” in Cyprus if 
Turkish Cypriots continued to be 
massacred. 


In an apparent effort to 
diminish the threat to future 
Cyprus peace talks caused by 
evidence of major atrocities, the 
Greek Cypriot government in 
Nicosia again asked the Turks to 
accept impartial investigations 
of all atrocity reports on the 
island. 
The Turkish prime minister 
said the mass grave near 


Maratha was a “concrete and 
bloody” example of atrocities by 
the Greek Cypriots against their 
countrymen of Turkish blood. 
Ecevit told a news conference 
the Greeks were making 
“ illogicial and unreasonable 
demands” from Turkey as 
preconditions to return to the 
conference table for a Cyprus 
settlement. He said they in­ 
cluded withdrawal of Turkish 
troops from Cyprus before 
settlement. 
He forecast “double Enosis” 
or annexation of one part of the 
island by Greece and another by 
Turkey if Greece would not 
negotiate. 


the bodies exhumed at 
Maratha, 12 miles northwest of 
Famagusta, were so broken and 
decomposed that a count was 
impossible, but Swedish chief in­ 


spector Lars Hakansson of the 
United Nations police said: “I 
am counting the heads. So far I 
have seen 72 and there are more 
bodies still visible in the earth.” 
“ There are at least seven 
heads definitely identified as 
children,” he said. 
Survivors said the victims 
were massacred 20 days ago by 
Greek 
Cypriots 
from 
neighboring villages. 
The government of President 
Glafcos Clerides, speaking for 
the Greek Cypriot side, said 
Monday that a medallion found 
on one of the bodies showed 
some might be Greek Cypriots 
killed by the Turks. 
“It is a lie, a lie.” said the 
religious chief. “These are our 
villagers.” 


Raouf Denktash. the Turkish 
Cypriot vice president, post­ 


poned key talks with Clerides on 
Monday after the mass grave 
was found. 
The Clerides government 
called for an independent in­ 
vestigation of the Maratha 
massacre and other atrocities 
with the U N. peace force and 
the Red 
Cross checking 
evidence. Denktash said he 
welcomed an impartial inquiry. 
Informed sources at Nicosia 
said Tuesday that Clerides has 
purged the Greek Cypriot police 
of 700 members of the EOKA-B 
underground that deposed 
Archbishop Makarios last July. 
In Athens, former cabinet 
minister Andreas Papandreou 
on Tuesday announced he had 
formed the Panhellenic Socialist 
Movement party to compete in 
Greece’s general elections which 
are to be held sometime after 
the CvDrus crisis passes. 
Indian Delivers History Lesson

“ I ’m proud to be here for my 
Indian people, but I ’m scared,” 
a Wounded Knee defendant told 
his all-woman jury Tuesday. 
Roger Iron Cloud, one of four 
Indian men on trial in the second 
Wounded Knee case to be heard 
in Lincoln, said after court that 
he spoke because it became evi­ 
dent during selection of the jury 
that “nobody knew anything” 
about Indians. 
In an interview outside the 
courtroom Iron Cloud, 25, 
recounted what he told the jury. 
Beginning with the landing of 
the Pilgrims, he said, whites 
have had a standing policy of 
genocide, to exterminate Indians 
and their cultures. 
When the Pilgrims landed. 


Iron Cloud said, they saw a 
“land of golden opportunity, all 
the land they could take.” 


“ The country was founded on 
greed and exploitation.” 
The Dawes Act of 1887, he 
said, “ ripped off” about 90 
million acres from Indians. He 
said that under the law 135 
million acres were set aside for 
Indians, but each Indian was 
allotted only 160 acres. The 
remainder, the 90 million acres, 
was opened to homesteaders, he 
said. 
Another example of white 
greed cited by Iron Cloud was 
the Treaty of 1868, a document 
that spokesman for the 
American Indian Movement 
have said was the reason for 
Wounded Knee. 
Grain Warehouse 
Program Rapped

Nebraska’s grain warehouse 
program, celebrated as a model 
for the nation, fails to meet the 
benchmark of an exemplary 
program in the eyes of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). 


A copy of a draft report by 
USDA’s agricultural marketing 
service estimated that between 
25% and 35% of Nebraska’s 
licensed grain warehouses and 
elevators have been operating 
with grain shortages. 


However, the Nebraska Public 
Service Commission, which 
handles elevator inspections, 
said the USDA is splitting hairs 
over technicalities and that no 
real problem exists. 


The draft, obtained by The 
Star, said the commission’s in­ 
spectors seldom recognize the 
shortages or seek disciplinary ac­ 
tion. 


An accompanying table of 
elevators visited in June, 1974 
listed shortages or inadequate 
records at 12 elevators and no 
problem at four. One of the 
elevators cited is owned by Sen. 
Jules Burbach of Crofton; the 
report said Burbach Elevator 
was short, 12,597 bushels of com 
which should have been caught 
by commission inspectors. 
The report indicates similar 
criticism was leveled at the com­ 
mission in December, 1973, and 
S 


that as of April, 1974 “there was 
no noticeable improvement in 
the quality of examinations.” 


A commission spokesman said 
the USDA is being unreasonable 
and is accusing the state of 
violations which are condoned 
under federal regulations. 


The problem, the spokesman 
said, centers around cash flow 
problems caused by the shortage 
of boxcars for the movement of 
grain. 


When elevators are able to get 
boxcars, he said, they ship as 
much grain as they can due to 
the uncertainty when boxcars 
w ill be available next. 
Sometimes, he said the farmer 
cannot be paid for the grain until 
the elevator is paid. Normally, 
he said, the shortages are small 
and promptly corrected. 


That lag time is when a 
technical shortage occurs — in 
other words, the elevator can 
neither pay the farmer nor 
return his grain. 
Under federal regulations this 
is alright, the spokesman said, 
but under Nebraska regulations 
it is not. 
He said the USDA is being un­ 
reasonable in accusing the state 
of violations which are condoned 
under federal practice. 
Commissioner 
E ric 
Rasmussen said, although he has 
not read the report, he is sure, 
“It’s just part of a running 
battle.”

At Wounded Knee in 1890, 
Iron Cloud said, women and 
children doing the “ ghost 
dance” were gunned down. 
Their bodies are buried in a 
mass grave at Wounded Knee. 
The 1934 Indian Reorganiza­ 
tion Act, or the Wheeler-Howard 
Act, Iron Cloud said, was passed 
so the government could get 
away from treaties. 
The act, he said, sets up 
democratic tribal governments 
— a form of government alien to 
Indian culture — that makes it 


easier for the government to set 
up puppet governments. 
The present tribal government 
at Pine Ridge is corrupt, he 
charged. Iron Cloud said ballot 
boxes were stuffed at the last 
election (won by Richard 
Wilson) when Bureau of Indian 
Affairs police removed them 
from polling places. 
“Goon squads” organized by 
Wilson, Iron Cloud claimed, are 
like the Gestapo of Nazi Ger­ 
many. 
These tactics, he said are sup­ 
ported by the government 
through the BIA, established un­ 
der the War Department in 1819 
and moved to the Interior 
Department in 1949. 
Concentration Camps 
The kind of qualities sought by 
the BIA, Iron Cloud said, are 
exemplified by a director during 
the 1950’s.

As for administrative moves 


Ford can make on his own, Seid- 
man said these would be made 
as required — even before the 
summit meeting if necessary. 


Businessmen taking-part in a 


pre-summit session were given a 
series of questions Tuesday to 
consider in pondering solutions 
for the nation's economic 
problems. 


White House officials dis- 


closed the contents of a letter 
mailed to the participants as 
President Ford met twice with 
economic advisers. 


Because Ford will spend so 


much time this week on the 
economy, Press Secretary Jerald 
F. terHorst said, a decision on 
granting conditional amnesty to 
Vietnam war deserters and draft 
resistors "just may not occur un- 
til Monday or Tuesday of next 


week." Ford had hoped to make 
an announcement this week. 


Before the economic summit 


Sept. 27 and 28, several hundred 
persons, representing various, 
economic interest groups, will 
take part in 12 preliminary 
sessions across the country. 


A letter to those invited to a 


Sept. 19 Detroit meeting of 
business and manufacturing 
leaders was expected to be a lot 
like letters sent to other par* 
ticipants, officials said. 


In it, Ford wrote: "We are 


asking participants to come 
prepared to discuss the present 
economic situation, its causes 
and the most appropriate 
policies the government can 
adopt. We are also anxious to 
listen to your advice regarding 
the problems faced by your par- 
ticular sector of the economy 
and how you can best contribute 
to controlling inflation. 


"The Conference on Inflation 


is a bipartisan national effort to 
deal with our number one 
domestic problem. Your par- 
ticipation will be a real service 
to your country, and I do hope 
that you will be able to give us 
the benefit of your thinking." 


Ford sent along "a series of 


questions that will focus the dis- 
cussions" at the preliminary 
sessions and at the Washington 
summit. 


The questions embraced the 


expenditure and receipts side of 
fiscal policy, the best course for 
monetary policy, 
government 


regulations that have an 


economic impact and economic 
conditions. 


Questions concerning govern- 


ment regulations at all levels 
centered on their effect on 
productivity, the impact of en- 
vironmental protection 
requirements and invited discus- 
sion of "wage and price controls, 
guidelines or initiatives." 


Ford, at this news conference 


last Wednesday, flatly ruled out 
imposition of controls. 


In the international area, the

Daley Returns, Says He 
May Run For Sixth Term

Chicago (UPI) — Mayor 


Richard J. Daley returned to his 
desk Tuesday after a 120-day 
absence, told reporters he may 
seek a sixth four-year term and 
said the 1976 Democratic 
National Convention should be 
held in Chicago-. 


Daley has been recuperating 


from arterial surgery performed 
last June. He said he had lost 25 
or 30 pounds but is feeling fine. 


Aside from a new softness to 


his familiar raspy voice, Daley 
seemed unusually strong for a 
72-year-old man who just recent- 
ly suffered from what physicians 
said was a slight stroke. The sur- 
gery was undertaken to prevent 
a recurrence. 


Daley said the operation was a 


success, but that he wants to 
determine precisely how strong 
he is before committing himself 
to a political campaign. Several 
Democrats, none of them closely 
identified with Daley's inner 
group, have said they will seek 
the Democratic nomination. But 
political observers say that 
barring a major medical 
problem, Daley can have 
another term for the asking. 


During the 14-minute news 


conference Daley's answers 
added to his oft-repeated com- 
ment that his administration has 
served Chicagoans well. 


He declined to speculate on 


whether he would seek another 
term as chairman of the Cook 
County Central Democratic 
Committee, but said the 
Democrats' chances for a sweep 
of the White House in 1976 "look 
good." He said he would like the 
nominating convention to be 
held in Chicago but refused to 
say if he had a favorite presiden- 
tial candidate. 


Chicago has had more political 


conventions than any other city. 
But after their 1968 convention 
many Democrats said they never 
wanted to return because of 
police handling of unruly 
demonstrators.

In a telephone interview, 
White House aide L. William 
Seidman said any legislative 
proposals growing out of Ford’s 
Sept. 27-28 economic summit 
would probably come too late 
for congressional action this year 
because of the likelihood of a 
mid-October adjournment. 
But he said legislation of this 
kind would probably deal with 
longer-range aspects of the coun­ 
try’s economic troubles. 
As for administrative moves 
Ford can make on his own, Seid­ 
man said these would be made 
as required — even before the 
summit meeting if necessary. 
Businessmen taking part in a 
pre-summit session were given a 
series of questions Tuesday to 
consider in pondering solutions 
for the nation’s economic 
problems. 
White House officials dis­ 
closed the contents of a letter 
mailed to the participants as 
President Ford met twice with 
economic advisers. 
Because Ford will spend so 
much time this week on the 
economy, Press Secretary Jerald 
F. terHorst said, a decision on 
granting conditional amnesty to 
Vietnam war deserters and draft 
resisters “just may not occur un­ 
til Monday or Tuesday of next 


week.” Ford had hoped to make 
an announcement this week. 
Before the economic summit 
Sept. 27 and 28, several hundred 
persons, representing various, 
economic interest groups, will 
take part in 12 preliminary 
sessions across the country. 
A letter to those invited to a 
Sept. 19 Detroit meeting of 
business and manufacturing 
leaders was expected to be a lot 
like letters sent to other par­ 
ticipants, officials said. 
In it, Ford wrote: “We are 
asking participants to come 
prepared to discuss the present 
economic situation, its causes 
and the most appropriate 
policies the government can 
adopt. We are also anxious to 
listen to your advice regarding 
the problems faced by your par­ 
ticular sector of the economy 
and how you can best contribute 
to controlling inflation. 
“The Conference on Inflation 
is a bipartisan national effort to 
deal with our number one 
domestic problem. Your par­ 
ticipation will be a real service 
to your country, and I do hope 
that you will be able to give us 
the benefit of your thinking.” 
Ford sent along “a series of 
questions that will focus the dis­ 
cussions” at the preliminary 
sessions and at the Washington 
summit. 
The questions embraced the 
expenditure and receipts side of 
fiscal policy, the best course for 
monetary policy, government 
regulations that have an 


economic impact and economic 
conditions. 
Questions concerning govern­ 
ment regulations at all levels 
centered on their effect on 
productivity, the impact of en­ 
vironm ental protection 
requirements and invited discus­ 
sion of “wage and price controls, 
guidelines or initiatives.” 
Ford, at this news conference 
last Wednesday, flatly ruled out 
imposition of controls. 
In the international area, the 
businessmen were invited to dis­ 
cuss the availability of raw 
materials and “current inter­ 
national economic developments 
and international arrangements 
for financial stability.” 
The list of questions con­ 
cluded by asking what actions 
summit participants would 
recommend that Ford and 
Congress adopt on both a long­ 
term and short-term basis. The 
phrasing suggested short-term 
recommendations might well 
focus on dealing with “hardships 
and inequities” while longer 
term suggestions should be 
realistic. 
Ford met Tuesday morning 
with chairman Alan Greenspan 
of the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, economic counselor 
Kenneth Rush and L. William 
Seidman, executive director of 
the summit sessions Among 
those at the afternoon meeting 
were Budget Director Roy L. 
Ash, Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon and Federal Reserve 
Chairman Arthur Bums. 


Chicago (U PI) — Mayor 
Richard J. Daley returned to his 
desk Tuesday after a 120-day 
absence, told reporters he may 
seek a sixth four-year term and 
said the 1976 Democratic 
National Convention should be 
held in Chicago. 
Daley has been recuperating 
from arterial surgery performed 
last June. He said he had lost 25 
or 30 pounds but is feeling fine. 
Aside from a new softness to 
his familiar raspy voice, Daley 
seemed unusually strong for a 
72-year-old man who just recent­ 
ly suffered from what physicians 
said was a slight stroke, the sur­ 
gery was undertaken to prevent 
a recurrence. 


Daley said the operation was a 
success, but that he wants to 
determine precisely how strong 
he is before committing himself 
to a political campaign. Several 
Democrats, none of them closely 
identified with Daley’s inner 
group, have said they will seek 
the Democratic nomination. But 
political observers say that 
barring a major medical 
problem, Daley can have 
another term for the asking. 


During the 14-minute news 
conference Daley’s answers 
added to his oft-repeated com­ 
ment that his administration has 
served Chicagoans well. 


He declined to speculate on 
whether he would seek another 
term as chairman of the Cook 
County Central Democratic 
Committee, but said the 
Democrats’ chances for a sweep 
of the White House in 1976 “look 
good.” He said he would like the 
nominating convention to be 
held in Chicago but refused to 
say if he had a favorite presiden­ 
tial candidate. 


Chicago has had more political 
conventions than any other city. 
But after their 1968 convention 
many Democrats said they never 
wanted to return because of 
police handling of unruly 
demonstrators.

Board To Appeal Ruling In Fav or 
Of Medical License For Dr. Finch 
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KANSAS CITY (AP) - An 
appeals court ruled Tuesday that 
Dr. Bernard Finch, who served a 
10-year prison term in California 
for slaying his wife, should be 
granted a Missouri medical 
license. But the state Board for 
the Healing Arts said it would 
appeal the ruling. 
Finch had appealed to the 
Missouri Court of Appeals after 
the board turned down his 
request for a license. 
John Hailey, the board’s 
executive secretary, announced 
plans for the group’s appeal and 
added: “The board is on record 
as saving it will take it as high as 
necessary.” 


Since he was paroled, Finch 
has been working as an X-ray 
technician at the community 
hospital in the community of El 
Dorado Springs in southwest 
Missouri. 
The Missouii Board of Healing 
Arts had ruled that Finch was 
not qualified for a license 
because of the murder convic­ 
tion in 1961. 
“Since that time, Dr. Finch 
has conducted himself in an 
exemplary manner, and accor­ 
ding to the evidence he appears 
to have sincerely repented and 
has accomplished a solid 
rehabilitation,” Judge Solbert 
M. Wasserstrom wrote in the 


Missouri Court of Appeals deci­ 
sion filed Tuesday. 
Finch recently remarried. His 
third wife is a rehabilitation 
worker he first met at a Califor­ 
nia prison. She had returned to 
Kansas, her native state, and 
taken a job as a social worker at 
Pittsburg. Kan. 
Barbara Finch, whom Finch 
married in 1951, was shot to 
death July 18. 1959, on the front 
lawn of their home at West 
Covina, Calif. 
Finch was arrested the next 
morning. He and Carole 
Treghoff, his secretary, were 
charged with 
first-degree 
murder and conspiracy.

Loss A/ Lloyds Bank 
May Be Near $ I Billion 


London-A new wive of uncertainty ipretd 


jnrough the European financial community 
Tuesday following the disclosure of heavy foreign 
exchange losses at a Swiss branch of Lloyds Bank 
Ltd., one of Britain's leading banks. 


Sources in London said unauthorized 


exchange dealings in Lloyds Lugano branch may 
nave approached fl billion and certainly 
amounted to many times the $75 million in actual 
losses reported by the bank Monday. 


The atmosphere of distress spread through 


all European financial centers and was 
heightened by the failure Tuesday of another 
London investment house, along with the dis- 
closure that a small Viennese bank might be 
forced out of business. 


The investment house, Tustain and 


Lestrange, announced that it was unable to meet 
its obligations and was shutting down its 
operations. The firm is not large by British or 
American .standards, bat it is the fourth British 
brokerage house to fail this year. 


The British investment community has 


experienced major strains this year because of 
sharply declining prices and volume in the stock 
market due to the uncertain outlook for the 
economy. At the same time, the banking com- 
munity has come under pressure partly because 
of economic dislocations arising from the sudden 
increase in oil prices. 


In Vienna, Austrian Finance Minister Hannes 


Androsch announced that the Allgemeine 
Wirtschaftbank, a relatively small institution, had 
requested a six-month moratorium on the pay- 
ment of its debts after several major depositors 
decided to withdraw fixed-term deposits. 


Androsch said the bank's offices were closed 


after a government-appointed inspector had 
moved in to investigate the situation to determine 
whether the bank could survive. 


He said the Wirtschaftbank's liquidity 


problems were not connected with foreign 
exchange transactions and there was no reason 


for concern about the Austrian binktnf ijntem In 
general. The bank's balancwheet wets were es- 
timated at between $43 million and $70 million. 


However, all difflcultte* experienced by' 


banks everywhere hi the world, in recent months, 
have been regarded as symptomatic of the 
stresses under which the international banking 
system has been operating under conditions of 
sharply fluctuating currency exchange rates. 


The collapse of the Hentatt Bank of West 


Germany two months ago, the losses experienced 
by the Franklin National Bank of New York, and 
the reported losses of other major banks in the 
foreign exchange market have raised serious 
doubts about the stability of the system. 


In most cases the root of the problem has 


been the system of floating — rather than fixed — 
exchange rates that has prevailed for some time. 
Floating rates have resulted in wide swings in 
currency values. Such swings are tempting to 
traders because they contain the potential for 
enormous profits — as well as losses. 


In several of the cases that have come to light 


so far, the traders have used their positions at 
their banks to deal extensively in the market in 
the hope of earning big profits for themselves 
through putting the funds of their banks secretly 
at risk. 


The parties dealing on the other side of an 


unauthorized transaction have no way of knowing 
that the trades are being made strictly on a 
speculative basis by individual bank dealers, 
rather than on behalf of the banks themselves. 


All banks customarily engage in foreign 


exchange trading as a service to their customers. 
When an individual or a company or another bank 
wishes to convert pounds into dollars or French 
francs into Deutschmarks, for example,,it must 
enter the exchange market. 


However, such transactions normally are 


executed entirely at the customer's risk and at lit- 
tle or no risk to the bank. At the same time, 
however, the banks themselves can legally 
speculate on changes in currency valuations if 
they wish to undertake the risk. 
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FTC Orders Developer 
To Refund $3 Million 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Trade Commission an- 
nounced its final acceptance 
Tuesday of a negotiated settle- 
ment requiring a Miami land 
development company to refund 
nearly $3 million collected for 
parcels of land in Florida and 
Arizona. 


The settlement, which some 


other law enforcement officials 
viewed as too meager, requires 
GAC Corp. to refund J2.8 million 
to buyers who stopped payment 
on parcels of land and to offer 
buyers still paying on lots in cer- 
tain subdivisions the chance to 
swap for $14 million worth of 
lots in other subdivisions. 


FTC officials view the settle- 


ment, originally proposed in 


March, as the opening wedge in 
an investigation which already 
covers about 30 companies in the 
$6 billion-a-year development in- 
dustry. 


Substantial portions of the 


land eligible for exchange is un- 
der water in Florida or is in 
areas where GAC has no plans 
for providing roads or other 
utilities. Under the agreement, 
FAC also promised to provide 
.basic facilities in the 
developments where the land is 
being offered for exchange. 


The FTC originally had com- 


plained that GAC used mis- 
leading tactics to sell land in 
Florida and Arizona. 


The prices of the parcels were 


generally $1,500 to $2,000. 


Under the agreement, people 


who stopped paying rather than 
sink more money 
into 


waterlogged land will have to 
give up the down payment and 
the first 30 monthly payments, 
or about a third of the full price. 


The FTC said the money GAC 


will be permitted to retain 
represents the company's selling 
costs.

Congress CAN Act

The Big Three Of Europe 


Congress would achieve a legislative 


grand slam of sorts if it passed a national 
health insurance plan before adjourning 
this fall. Legislation to help people 
meet the stratospheric costs of health care 
plus the landmark pension reform bill 
President Ford just signed into law would 
add up to a social welfare package of 
magnificent proportions. Each on its own 
will make life better for millions of 
Americans. 


But time is short for Congress this ses- 


sion. Before quitting in time to campaign 
for the elections this November, the House 
and Senate need to investigate and act on 
the nomination of Nelson Rockefeller as 
vice president of the United States. Given 
the times and the absolute necessity for a 
stand-by president, that matter is of un- 
disputed Number One priority. 


It would be unrealistic, too, to think 


that an acceptable and workable plan could 
be obtained in a matter of weeks from the 
tangle of conflicting philosophies and ideas 
which shroud the health care problem. In 
dealing with an industry which resists 
change, and has considerable public sup- 
port for its position, time and patience are 
essential, even as health care costs soar far 


above the capabilities of most Americans 
to pay. 


A national health plan has been talked 


about for as long and longer than pension 
reform. And it has taken seven years of 
hard work in Congress to overcome 
employer opposition to pension reform so 
that legislation protecting the rights of 
workers could be approved. And the plan 
approved is not all that reform advocates 
wanted, although it does secure the in- 
vestments of workers in existing private 
pension plans 'and those which may be set 
up in the future. The case of an employe 
working throughout a career to provide for 
his retirement only to find the pension fund 
or the company collapsing or himself ter- 
minated from the job before he is qualified 
to draw on the fund should be a thing of the 
past. 


So the triumph of pension reform il- 


lustrates that given time, tough socio- 
economic problems can be worked out in 
the Congress. With the re-assertion of its 
power and the new senses of cooperation, 
urgency and hope articulated by the Ford 
administration, the time may be right next 
session for the Congress to attack the 
health care issue realistically and forceful- 
ly. 


World Fiddles, Cyprus Burns 


There seems to be, ironically, more un- 


civilized behavior in the cradle of civiliza- 
tion than anywhere else in the world. 


The Jews and Arabs have no premium 


on violence and hatred. The Greek and 
Turkish ethnics on Cyprus are equally dis- 
posed to slaughter each other with a 
vengeance. Raids on villages either side of 
the line imposed by the Turkish occupiers 
are as bloody as the terrorist attacks on the 
Israel-Lebanon border or the borders 
between the Arabs and other Israeli- 
occupied territories. 


The world community is almost 


helpless'to stop such internecine struggles 
if the blood is hot enough. Imagine the 
United Nations trying to stop bloodletting

WASHINGTON - Evel Knievel. the motor- 


cycle daredevil, is the latest embodiment of a 
long American tradition of stuntsmanship.

engine vahes work, if the vehicle doesn't roll 
over, if there's no major structural failure, if the 
parachutes deploy properiy, if the cycle comes 
straight down and hits level ground and doesn't 
fold up around his neck/1 


Knievel publicly rates his chances of sur- 


vival as no better than 50-50, and he appears 
resigned to the possibility that his boldest stunt 
may also be his last If disaster strikes, "Til just 
gel where we're all going quicker than you," he 
told an interviewer, "and Til sit there having a 
beer while I'm waiting for you.1' 


That is precisely the sort of statement that 


endears daredevils to their legions of fans. It is 
not enough that a stunt be dangerous; the man 
or woman attempting it must possess a certain 
panache. 


Knievel has panache lo spare and so, ap- 


parently, did Sam Patch, one of the early great 
American stuntmen. Patch's specialty was jum- 
ping into bodies of water from high places. The 
apex of his brief career came on Oct. 12,1829, 
when he leaped from the fop of Niagara Falls 
and not only survived but swam to shore- One 
month later, on Friday, Nov. 13, Patch jumped 
from Genesee Falls at Rochester, N.Y. His body 
was not found until the following March. 


Numerous stantmen since Patch have also 


been drawn to Niagara Falls. One of the best 


known was Jean Francois Gravelet, a French 
tightrope walker who billed himself as The 
Great Blondin. Gravelet won worldwide renown 
when, on June 30,1839, he traversed a 1,200-foot 
rope across the Niagara Falls gorge in 17-1/12 
minutes. 


Like all true stuntsmen, Gravelet was not 


content to rest on his laurels. He repeated his 
feat many times over the years, always adding 
some embellishment He crossed the gorge 
blindfolded and on stilts, did somersaults and 
handstands, and pushed a wheelbarrow.

Germany, President Giscard 
d’Estaing in France and Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson in Bri­ 
tain. 
All three are governing with 
very narrow majorities. In fact 
all three have come to power by 
the accidents and odd twists of 
politics, and now face for­ 
midable political and economic 
problems. No three Western 
leaders could be more different. 


Schmidt seems more direct 
and less complicated than the 
two others. He is no visionary 
like his predecessor, Willy 
Brandt, but a superb financial 
tech n ician , 
and 
more 
enthusiastic about the unity of of 
Europe than the others. 


Mainly, however, he concen­ 
trates on the problems of the day 
and the general economic dis­ 
order of the world, and like 
President Ford, he has the gift 
of plain speech, and of en­ 
couraging confidence. 


Giscard d’Estaing is the most 
interesting new personality in 
European politics. Like his 
friend, Schmidt, he is a former 
finance minister with a deter­ 
mination to keep Franco- 
German relations on a steady 
and trustful course, but per­ 
sonally they are quite different. 


Schmidt is a powerful, beefy 
man with a strong booming 
voice and the energy of a bull. 
Giscard d’Estaing is imperially 
slim and delicately handsome. 
He seems quite at home in the 
Elysee Palace — almost as if he 
had stepped out of one of the 
vast gilt 18th-Century picture 
frames in his elegant office.

Wilson seems a bit withdrawn 
these days. Though he faces an 
election, probably on Oct. 3 or 
10, he has been away in the Scilly 
Isles for a month and is just now 
returning to lead the campaign. 


But he is leading now in a 
different way. He has not been 
intenening in the work of the 
departments as he did in his 
previous government. He has 
picked a stronger cabinet this 
time, and shared responsibility 
with them, and he hasn’t even 
moved into the prime minister’s 
official residence at Number 10 
Downing Street. 
Outwardly he is the same, 
with his inevitable pipe and his

W age Earner Trying To Make It 


From One Paycheck To Another

WASHINGTON - Evel Knievel, the motor­ 
cycle daredevil, is the latest embodiment of a 
long American tradition of stuntsmanship. As 
everyone over the age of three surely knows by 
now, Knievel will attempt to cross Idaho’s 
Snake River Canyon Sept. 8 in a rocket- 
powered “ Skycycle.” It is the first time such a 
feat has been attempted, and the risk involved is 
self-evident. 


Robert Truax, who designed the Skycycle, 
says Knievel will make a safe crossing “if the 
engine valves work, if the vehicle doesn’t roll 
over, if there’s no major structural failure, if the 
parachutes deploy properly, if the cycle comes 
straight down and hits level ground and doesn’t 
fold up around his neck.” 


Knievel publicly rates his chances of sur­ 
vival as no better than 50-50, and he appears 
resigned to the possibility that his boldest stunt 
may also be his last. If disaster strikes, “ I ’ll just 
get where we’re all going quicker than you,” he 
told an interviewer, “ and I ’ll sit there having a 
beer while I ’m waiting for you.”

That is precisely the sort of statement that 
endears daredevils to their legions of fans. It is 
not enough that a stunt be dangerous; the man 
or woman attempting it must possess a certain 
panache. 
Knievel has panache to spare and so, ap­ 
parently, did Sam Patch, one of the early great 
American stuntmen. Patch’s speciality was jum­ 
ping into bodies of water from high places. The 
apex of his bnef career came on Oct. 12, 1829, 
when he leaped from the top of Niagara Falls 
and not only survived but swam to shore. One 
month later, on Friday, Nov. 13, Patch jumped 
from Genesee Falls at Rochester, N.Y. His body 
was not found until the following March.

known was Jean Francois Gravelet, a French 
tightrope walker who billed himself as The 
Great Blondin. Gravelet won worldwide renown 
when, on June 30,1859, he traversed a 1,200-foot 
rope across the Niagara Falls gorge in 17-1/12 
minutes. 


Like all true stuntsmen, Gravelet was not 
content to rest on his laurels. He repeated his 
feat many times over the years, always adding 
some embellishment. He crossed the gorge 
blindfolded and on stilts, did somersaults and 
handstands, and pushed a wheelbarrow. On one 
crossing he even carried his business manager 
piggyback. And he came through all this is one 
piece. 


The same cannot be said of many of those 
who went over Niagara Falls in a barrel. The 
first to do so was Annie Edson Taylor, a 
Michigan schoolteacher who took the plunge in 
1901. Upon being extricated from her barrel, she 
said: “ Nobody ought ever do that again.” Her 
advice, alas, was not heeded. Several of the later 
falls-jumpers were killed. And most of those 
who survived seemed ever aftward to lead 
tragic, jinx-ridden lives.

Great stuntmen, however, cannot allow 
themselves to be intimidated by jinxes or 
superstition. Shipwreck Kelly, the great 
flagpole-sitter of the 1920s and 1930s, made a 
point of staging some of his more daring stunts 
on Friday the 13th. On one occasion he stayed 
aloft 13 days, 13 hours, and 13 minutes.

If leaders are forceful enough, 
and. imaginative enough, and if 
they lead with a certain 
“ lyricism,” he says, the people 
will begin to think in different 
ways about change and unity. 
This word “ lyricism ’’ is 
probably the key to his new ad­ 
ministration It is not the sort of 
word Ford, Schmidt or Wilson

1. Double. Whenever the 


bidding stops at a low level, the 
last player to speak—who is in 
what is called the balancing 
position—may properly shade 
his bids on the assumption that 
the opponents hold limited 
strength. 


He may therefore reasonably 


assign values to partner which 
it would otherwise be dangerous 
to do. In this instance there to a 
good chance of being able to 
take more tricks than the op- 
ponents, and a protective 
double is consequently in order. 
In general, bids made in the 
balancing position, including a 
double, tend to be weaker than 
when they are made in the non- 
balancing position. 


2. One notrump. This is an 


extension of the same principle. 
Ordinarily, 
one 
notrump 


promises 16 to IB points, but 
when the bid is made in the 
protective position, it may be 
shaded by as many as 5 points. 
The double is notemployed with 
this particular hand because 
you are more interested in 


notrump play than suit play. 


3. Three diamonds. The best 


chance for game lies in 
notrump, and the jump to three 
diamonds strongly invites 
partner to bid three notrump 
with a spade stopper and other 
suitable values. There are of 
course ample values for a 
double, but three diamonds 
paints a far better picture of the 
hand. 


4. Double. The balancing 


player sometimes has values 
with which he would double 
even if he were not in the 
protective position. When this 
occurs he doubles, as usual, 
planning to take further action 
later on to show he was not 
merely competing for a part 
score. With a weaker hand—

5. Pass. There is no obligation 


to bid in the protective seat if 
you think you can get a better 
result by passing. Thus, in the 
present case, where his of- 
fensive values are greatly 
reduced by West's spade bid, 
South should quickly throw in 
the sponge. 


Against any other suit bid by 


West, the high-card values 
would justify some form of 
protective action, but here

son and another judge spent four 
and a half hours interviewing 32 
contestants. That's an average of 
from eight to ten minutes 
apiece. 


And Mrs. Munson said she 


thinks individualizing 
the 


judging helped relax the nervous 
entries and gave models a 
chance to express how they felt 
about their outfits and explain 
any problems they encountered. 


Mrs. Verda Umland of Gretna, 


a judge in the Magic World of 
Clothes' division, one of the 
beginning sewing projects, said 
interview judging is "more in- 
teresting" and "more fair to the 
contestants." 


"You can get to know the girls 


and maybe even get an idea of 
what kind of background they 
come from," she said. "You 


know, it makes a lot of 
difference if they come from 
poverty homes or well-to-do 
families. 


"Some kids just can't afford 


nice materials and equipment," 
she said. 


On the whole, both judges said 


they were impressed with the 
variety of patterns and fabrics as 
well as the overall appearance of 
the models. 


Unveiling some of her own 


secrets, Mrs. Munson said she 
concentrates on three basic 
areas when she's judging a style 
revue, especially in the advanced 
divisions. 


Foremost, she said, she looks 


at tayloring techniques. 


"You have to consider con- 


struction when you're judging a 
model," she said. "Tayloring 
techniques and how well it's 
sewn do make a difference in 
how a garment looks." 


Secondly, she considers the fit 


of the garment, taking into ac- 
count any alterations the young 
seamstress made to assure a 
better fit. 


"I think if a girl took the time 


and made alterations, she's 
probably taking the project more 
seriously and is really wanting to 
learn," she said. 


And finally, she takes into ac- 


count the girl herself — her at- 
titude toward her outfit, her 
poise, whether she's neat and 
clean and if the style and fabric 
relates to her personality, body 
build and coloring. 


Sometimes, she said, she even 


'considers the cost of the outfit 
and whether the 4-H'er made a 
wise decision in choosing a par- 
ticular fabric or pattern. 


"The 
majority do save 


money," she said. "Usually it's 
anywhere from a third to a 
half."

Eighteen-year-old Debbie Nelson of Ansley is sold 


on Angus Cattle ... and she should be in view of the 
fact that she is the 1974 Nebraska Angus Queen. 


Being a nine-year veteran of 4-H, Miss Nelson has 


exhibited cattle in shows for the past eight years and 
has numerous ribbons and awards to show for her ef- 
forts. They include being named Outstanding Girl 
Exhibitor in the 1971 Nebraska Angus Futurity Show, 
exhibitor of grand champion Angus steers at the 
Denver Stock Show and the Nebraska Angus Futurity 
Show and class winner of the National Heifer Show in 
Dallas, Tex., this year, as well as several honors at 4-H, 
FFA, county fair and state fair contests. 


According to Miss Nelson, who was raised on a 


Nebraska ranch, cattle showing is a family activity. 


"We go to about 16 shows a year in Nebraska, 


Colorado, Kansas, Kentucky, Texas, Arizona and 
California," she said. 


"We usually go to the place of the show two days 


before it begins so that the cattle are rested and look 
their best," she explained. "If you don't, they will be 
very tired and gaunt from having no water and feed. 


"On the day of the show, we get up real early and 


exercise the cattle until they are wore down and not 
stiff from laying in the barn all night. 


"Then we rinse them and feed them," she added. 


"Thirty minutes before you show, you start getting the 
animals ready. 


"We use a blower to blow the dirt and straw out of 


their hair and black saddle soap to bone up their legs 
(to jnake them look muscular and larger boned) 
shoulder and quarter and slick the rest down with a 
soft brush. 


"If the calf is black, we spray the feet with black 


paint to make them look shiny, rat the tail into a ball, 
put the show halter on and spray them with oil to 
make them shine," she continued. 


To those unfamiliar with the activity, this may 


sound like a lot of work, but remember that 
preparations for the shows are actually a year-long un- 
dertaking. 


Miss Nelson explained that most people who plan 


to participate in cattle shows purchase their calves in 
the fall prior to the show year. 


When the calves are about seven months old, the 


first step is to halter break them, the Angus Queen in- 
dicated. 


"We usually catch them with the halter and tie 


them in the barn for a day or two," she said, "until 
they learn that you won't hurt them and what you 
want them to do.

Food prices continued their 


relentless climb during August, 
rising to a level 14% higher than

When a family is stricken by crisis, 
no one's emotional well-being is safe. But the little 
ones - the 4-year-olds, the 6-year-olds — are especial­ 
ly vulnerable. 


If there has been a suicide in the family, or a bitter 
divorce, a serious accident, a debilitating Illness or an 
imprisonment, the small children, who are convinced 
that what they think or feel makes things happen 
often believe they caused the problem. Frequently, 
they are afraid it will happen again, and they feet 
helpless, unloved, abandoned, confused. 


All of that is sometimes compounded when the 
adults in the family — baffled and hurt, too — can’t 
find the words to help their children. Instead they turn 
the trouble into something that is literally un­ 
speakable: Hush, they say, for this is too terrible to 
talk about. Or, perhaps worse, they tell the child that 
what he knows to be true is in fact not true, that he 
dreamed it or made it up. 


And that, according to Ann Kliman, a psychologist 
who specializes in families under stress, is a “destruc­ 
tive thing to do.” 


“When something awful happens,” she said the 
other day, “what the adult doesn't realize is that the 
child perceives changes in the people around him. No 
matter how hard they pretend.” 


Mrs Kliman, along with her husband, Dr. Gilbert 
Kliman, a child psychiatrist, is a director of the center 


for preventive psychiatry in White Plains, N.Y., 
dealing primarily with children who range in age from 
2 to 6 years old. 


Preventive child psychiatry is the art of in­ 
tervening in a healthy youngster’s life as he is going 
through a potentially damaging situation. That is 
called primary prevention, and the fact that the center 
devotes so much of its considerable energies in this 
area sets it apart from other mental health facilities. 


Secondary prevention involves treating a child 
who is showing early symptoms — extreme fear­ 
fulness, aggressiveness, passivity or recession to 
earlier behavior — during the formative years, before 
the symptoms harden into a more severe pattern. The 
center does this, too, but secondary prevention is, of 
course, a function that is widely performed by other 
child clinics as well. 


Many children manage-to get through a stressful 
period unscathed. But the center’s philosophy is that 
when some potentially damaging situation has 
developed, the child and the family ought to be talked 
to. 


Here are some typical crisis situations, along with 
descriptions of what the center’s approach to them 
might be: 
* 


—Mother commits suicide. The small child may 
be told that “mommy let a bad accident happen to 
her” and that she will not be coming back but that the 


father is still there and he surely will not leave. The 
child will be encouraged to express, through the use of 
words, toys and other play, his feelings of loss, fear 
and anger (adults often react to suicide with an 
enraged, “How could she do this to me?” Children feel 
the same way). 


—Divorce. The simple act of bringing the problem 
out in the open might help the child understand that 
he did not cause the break-up. And it should be 
emphasized that “Mommy and Daddy cannot get 
along because Mommy and Daddy have a problem — 
and it is not something that Johnny did or even could 
do that makes Daddy (or, these days, Mommy) want to 
. leave home.” 


—Sexual molestation, The parents of, say, a 5- 
year-old girl who has been undressed and fondled by a 
16-year-old boy will be told that if they treat this as a 
“frightening but not-too-significant incident,” the 
chances of its causing lasting damage will be lessened. 
Moreover, they will be told that the real hazard is that 
the child will grow into an inhibited adult (not that the 
child will be, as Dr. Kliman put it, “turned on to sex,” 


which is the usual fear of parents. It is necessary to 
work through the feelings of fright, perhaps even 
excitement, felt by the child and to explain to her that 
it is safe to “expect adults to be sexy only with each 
other, not with children.”

period unscathed. But the center's philosophy is that 
when some potentially damaging situation has 
.developed, the child and the family ought to be talked 
to. 


Here are some typical crisis situations, along wtfh 


descriptions of what the center's approach to them 
might be: 
*• 


—Mother commits suicide. The small child may 


be told that "mommy let a bad accident happen to 
her" and that she will not be coming back but that the 


father is still there and he surely will not leave. The 
child will be encouraged to express, through the use of 
words, toys and other play, his feelings of loss, fear 
and anger (adults often react to suicide with an 
enraged, "How could she do this to me?" Children feel 
the same way). 


—Divorce. The simple act of bringing the problem 


out in the open might help the child understand that 
he did not cause the break-up. And it should be 
emphasized that "Mommy and Daddy cannot get 
along because Mommy and Daddy have a problem — 
and it is not something that Johnny did or even could 
do that makes Daddy (or, these days, Mommy) want to 
leave home." 


—Sexual molestation. The parents of, say, a 5- 


year-old girl who has been undressed and fondled by a 
16-year-old boy will be told that if they treat this as a 
"frightening but not-too-significant incident," the 
chances of its causing lasting damage will be lessened. 
Moreover, they will be told that the real hazard is that 
the child will grow into an inhibited adult (not that the 
child will be, as Dr. Kliman put it, "turned on to sex," 


which is the usual fear of parents. It is necessary to 
work through the feelings of fright, perhaps even 
excitement, felt by the child and to explain to her that 
it is safe to "expect adults to be sexy only with each 
other, not with children."

Klan ended its annual conven­ 
tion Monday with an announce­ 
ment that in 1976. for the first 
time in its history, the group 
would run a presidential can­ 
didate. 
James R Venable, the im­ 
perial wizard of the National 
Knights, said the group had 
selected Dale Reusch, 35. of 
Lodi, Ohio, as its presidential 
nominee. 
Venable said Reusch had 
chosen Scott Nelson, also 35, of 
Houston, Tex., as his vice 
presidential candidate. Nelson is 
imperial wizard of the Texas 
Fiery Knights. 
Reusch, Ohio grand dragon, 
was sponsored by the Klan last 
year in an unsuccessful write-in 
campaign in Ohio’s Democratic 
gubernatorial primary. 


About 250 persons gathered 
over the Labor Day weekend at 
the base of Stone Mountain, Ga., 
site of the group’s annual 
meeting for the past 45 years. 
“ We feel that both the 
Republican and Democratic par­ 
ties are the same,” Venable said. 
“ They haven't done anything to 
help the people of this country.” 
The imperial wizard said this 
was the first time the Klan “has 
ever sponsored a candidate for 
national office.” 
Venable said the Klan would 
campaign against foreign aid, 
welfare, the United Nations and 
taxes. 
Venable said the Klan hopes to 
get its candidates on the ballot in 
every' state. “ We’ll get them on 
the ballot by petition,” Venable 
said. "We wanted to get ready in 
time to have all our contacts 
made for our petitions.”

Pentagon Wastes $57 Million 
On Laser-Guided Missiles 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon squandered $57 
million when each of the three 
services developed laser-guided 
missiles, the General Accounting 
Office reported Tuesday. 


The GAO, the watchdog of 


Congress, said the Pentagon 
should tighten its procedures to 
insure each service does not 
duplicate the efforts of others in 
developing weapons systems. 


The GAO reached its conclu- 


sion in a report released-by Rep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis. 


"The American people simply 


shouldn't be bankrolling in- 
terservice rivalry," Aspin said. 


The GAO said an ad hoc group 


set up by the Pentagon to iden- 
tify and eliminate wasteful spen- 
ding estimated that separate Ar- 
my, Navy and Air Force 
development of laser-guided 
missiles wasted up to $57 
million. 


It said the three services also

Reusch For President 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


; National Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan ended its annual conven- 
tion Monday with an announce- 
ment that in 1976, for the first 
time in its history, the group 
would run a presidential can- 
didate. 


James R. Venable, the im- 


perial wizard of the National 
Knights, said the group had 
selected Dale Reusch, 35, of 
Lodi, Ohio, as its presidential 
nominee. 


Venable said Reusch had 


chosen Scott Nelson, also 35, of 
Houston, Tex., as his vice 
presidential candidate. Nelson is 
imperial wizard of the Texas 
Fiery Knights. 


Reusch, Ohio grand dragon, 


was sponsored by the Klan last 
year in an unsuccessful write-in 
campaign in Ohio's Democratic 
gubernatorial primary. 


About 250 persons gathered 


over the Labor Day weekend at 
the base of Stone Mountain, Ga., 
site of the group's annual 
meeting for the past 45 years. 


"We feel that both the 


Republican and Democratic par- 
ties are the same," Venable said. 
"They haven't done anything to 
help the people of this country." 


The imperial wizard said this 


was the first tune the Klan "has 
ever sponsored a candidate for 
national office." 


Venable said the'Klan would 


campaign against foreign aid, 
welfare, the United Nations and 
taxes. 


Venable said the Klan hopes to 


get its candidates on the ballot in 
every state. "We'll get them on 
the ballot by petition," Venable 
said. "We wanted to get ready in 
time to have all our contacts 
made for our petitions."

American medical schools don’t 
turn out many country doctors 
anymore, and without them 
health care in the nation’s rural 
villages is becoming nonexistent. 
But a two-year-old program 
conceived by two University of 
New Mexico medical students is 
aimed at solving the problem by 
staffing rural clinics with senior 
year medical, nursing and phar­ 
macy students. 
Project Porvenir (Spanish for 
“ future” ) currently operates 
clinics in two New Mexicc 
villages that haven't had full­ 
time health care in more than a 
decade 
The Truchas clinic, with two 
medical students, two nursing 
students and a pharmacy stu-

Mild or serious, diabetes is 
never cured according to the 
Nebraska Medical Association. 
It can be controlled by proper 
medical treatment and most 
patients life to a ripe old age. 
Sometimes severe trauma can 
upset the body functions which 
brings existing diabetes to the 
attention of physicians as they 
care for the patient. The earliest 
and best diagnosis of diabetes is 
made by testing the level of 
sugar in the blood. 
The disease is usually due to 
an inherited tendency, though 
the actual cause is unknown. It is 
more common over the age of 40 
in women, and in overweight in­ 
dividuals. 
Severe symptoms include 
frequent urination, excessive 
thirst and hunger, tiredness, 
weight loss, itching, blurred vi­ 
sion and skin infection. These 
symptoms are usually absent in 
early or mild cases. 
The Nebraska Medcial 
Association reports that diabetes 
may be controlled by diet alone 
in at least half of the patients 
who develop the disease after 
the age of 30. In general, the 
patient must control the intake 
of foods containing large 
amounts of sugar and starch. 
The Nebraska Medical 
Association points out that 
physicians try to control the dis­ 
ease without interfering un­ 
necessarily with the patient’s 
daily routine. Diabetic control 
demands cooperation between 
patient and doctor.

dent, is housed in three tin- 
roofed adobe buildings in this 
mostly Spanish-speaking village. 
It provides emergency medical 
attention and continuing health 
care to Truchas and a handful of 
other farming villages that dot 
the Sangre de Cristo Mountains 
of northern New Mexico. 


Before the students came, the 
nearest medical facility for the 
600 residents of Truchas was in 
Española — 25 miles away on 
narrow, winding mountain 
roads.

“I think of it in a sort of 
romantic way,” says Bob 
George, 28, a four-year UNM 
medical student working at the 
Truchas clinic. “ We’re more 
sophisticated than the old-time 
country doctors, but we give the 
same sort of personal attention 
to our patients. We’re trying to 
get away from the high-powered 
medical center approach.” 
George, from Albuquerque,

said working at the clinic “is a 
lot more interesting than I 
thought it would be.”

Students receive academic 
credit for spending from one 
month to 10 weeks working at 
the federally funded clinics, 
program spokesmen said. 
Program director Dr. William 
Wiese, a family medicine 
professor at UNM, said the 
students “are not doctors and 
don’t pretend to be. But at the 
level of being a senior medical 
student they do have certain 


skills that can be useful in 
providing services. 
“We have been very careful to 
provide linkages, whereby the 
students can get good, sound

by communities,” he said.

areas and physicians visit the 
clinic at least once a week. 
At Hatch, a National Health 
Service Corps physician current­ 
ly works full time at the clinic, 
while an NHSC doctor, a 
graduate of the Porvenir project, 
is expected to begin work next 
month at Truchas. 


Wiese said the key to Porvenir 
is training the student “ to 
recognize what he doesn’t know 
and to get help when he needs it. 
Professional help is always 
available.” 
The facilities are owned by the 
community and the project is 
directed by a local steering com­ 
mittee, which sets policy and es­ 
tablishes fees, Porvenir officials 
said. 


Anthony Martinez, 25, of 
Tucumcari, a student staffer at 
Truchas, said patients are 
charged “$3 for the initial visit 
and then they get two free 
follow-up visits. But we won’t 
turn anybody away just because 
they can’t pay.” George said the 
students “get into areas that are 
really kind of neglected in 
medical school but that com­ 
prise a large part of family prac­ 
tice. 


“We deal with the whole fami­ 
ly. If someone brings in a small 
child who’s sick with measles, 
we need to know if maybe 
there’s an old grandmother who 
would be a high risk to measles 
living in the same house. 


“ A pediatrician does’t think 
about that sort of thing, but we 
have to here.” 
George said the clinic gets its 
share of dramatic emergencies, 
such as gunshot wounds, drug 
overdoses and serious accidents. 
“But I don’t think that’s really 
what this is all about. What 
we're doing mostly is trying to 
establish a more long-term 
relationship with the patient. ”

Beatrice — A mutiplicity of 
problems in writing a new gar­ 
bage service contract was dis­ 
cussed by the city council 
Tuesday night, with action 
deferred pending further 
meetings of a special study com­ 
mittee. 
•It is the council’s hope to have 
a new contract by Oct. 31, when 
a temporary agreement with 
Rush Disposal Service is 
scheduled to expire. But Allen 
Grell, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, indicated that numerous 
details must be worked out 
before bids are advertised. 


A proposal to make the service 
mandatory for all residents drew 
some criticism at the meeting, 
especially from a delegation of 
senior citizens. Spokesman Mrs. 
Viola Braun argued that conces­ 
sion should be given to persons 
living alone because they would 
have less refuse than families. 


Mayor Bob Sargent assured 
that an attempt would be made 
to take this factor into account in 
writing bid specifications.

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Medical Students Provide Health Care At New Mexico's Rural Clinics 


TRUCHAS, N.M. (AP) - 


American medical schools don't 
turn out many country doctors 
anymore, and without them 
health care in the nation's rural 
villages is becoming nonexistent. 


But a two-year-old program 


conceived by two University of 
New Mexico medical students is 
aimed at solving the problem by 
staffing rural clinics with senior 
year medical, nursing and phar- 
macy students. 


Project Porvenir (Spanish for 


"future") currently operates 
climes in two New Mexico 
villages that haven't had full- 
time health care in more than a 
decade.

roofed adobe buildings in this 
mostly Spanish-speaking village. 


It provides emergency medical 


attention and continuing health 
care to Truchas and a handful of 
other farming villages that dot 
the Sangre de Cristo Mountains 
of northern New Mexico.

nearest medical facility for the 
600 residents of Truchas was in 
Espanola — 25 miles away on 
narrow, winding mountain 
roads.

medicine and family practice. 


"I think of it in a sort of 


romantic way," says Bob 
George, 28, a four-year UNM 
medical student working at the 
Truchas clinic. "We're more 
sophisticated than the old-time 
country doctors, but we give the 
same sort of personal attention 
to our patients. We're trying to 
get away from the high-powered 
medical center approach."

George said the 
students "get into areas that are 
really kind of neglected in 
medical school but that com- 
prise a large part of family prac- 
tice. 


"We deal with the whole fami- 


ly. If someone brings in a small 
child who's sick with measles, 
we need to know if maybe 
there's an old grandmother who 
would be a high risk to measles 
living in the same house. 


"A pediatrician does't think 


about that sort of thing, but we 
have to here." 


George said the clinic gets its 


share of dramatic emergencies, 
such as gunshot wounds, drug 
overdoses and serious accidents. 
"But I don't think that's really 
what this is all about. What 
we're doing mostly is trying to 
establish a more long-term 
relationship with the patient."

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Black Horse Handler Sometimes Bitter

If Frank Dixon could rewrite history, he would 
probably leave a few extra chapers in the books for 
blacks. 
Maybe he could even find space for a few 
paragraphs about himself and his family. 
Dixon is the only black man in the country who 
can handle a six-horse hitch. He’s also the only 
black certified horse judge in the Midwest. 
The grandson of a slave, Dixon was bom and 
raised on a farm in Fayette Countv. Iowa. His 
grandmother on his mother’s side homesteaded 
there in 1858 
Right In Middle 
There were 13 kids in Dixon’s family and he 
was right in the middle, number seven. 
“It was rough but it was probably good for us,“ 
he said. 
Between 1918 and 1937. Dixon and his brother 
farmed 480 acres with horses. 
“The horse business is just a way of life with 
me," he said. “I never have liked tractors. I've 
always preferred horses. 
“I can remember when I first started in school! 
I'd catch my father at the end of the field so I could 
drive the horses. Heck I’ve been driving horses 
since I was a little tyke, six or seven years old.” 
Now, at 64, Dixon handles horses only once or 
twice a year, usually at State Fair time. Joe Allen, a 
Belgian owner from Cozad, hires him to drive his 
six-horse hitch in Fair competition. 
‘Nothing New’ 
“This is nothing new for me,” he said. “I used 
to show our Belgians a lot for fairs. At one time we 
owned 42 and we raised every one of them 
ourselves.” 
In the show ring, Dixon is known far and wide 
as one of the best. 
But outside the ring, he said he has to double 
his efforts to prove his abilities. 
He admitted he’s sometimes bitter about the 
way blacks have fared in history books as well as 
Hollywood’s versions. 
“If you take a look at the history of America, 
you’ll see that what they printed is what they 
wanted to hear,” he said. “When I was going to 
school, all I learned was what (George Washington) 
Carver did with peanuts.

“Sometimes it can really bother ya,” he said. 
“ When they took the biack man into slavery, 
they took away his manhood and they’ve never 
given it back.” 
Dixon knows all too well the story of slavery in

three times,” he said. “If he started in the mor­ 
ning, he’d cry himself to sleep that night.” 
Dixon said he still remembers the welts his 
grandfather wore on his back until he died at age 
85. 


“They’d tie him to a log and beat him,” he 
said. “Then they'd run a cat up and down his back 
and rub salt into his wounds... 
‘Getting Farther Behind* 
“ People try to say things are changing a lot, 


but as fast as the world is changing, we’re getting 
farther and farther behind.” 
After a heart attack in 1960, Dixon took a job as 
a college counselor and minority recruiter for the 
vocational-technical school at Waterloo, Iowa. 
Until then, he said, “I really didn’t know what 
discrimination was.” 
In his words: Blacks are the last to get jobs and 
what they get are the hardest and with the worst 
pay- 
“ Blacks have been told all their lives what to 
do and how to do it.” he said. “I’m just thankful I 
learned self-worth and independence when I was 
growing up on a farm. 
“I don't know what would have happened to 
me if I hadn't been brought up under those con­ 
ditions.”

City lawmakers directed the 
Public Works Department 
Tuesday to set up a priority list 
nt improvement projects which 
can be financed by the city. 
That action culminated 
several weeks of discussion over 
high interest rates on municipal 
bonds which have temporarily 
halted construction of new 
water, sanitary sewer, paving 
and ornamental lighting dis­ 
tricts. 
Current interest rates exceed 
the 6% limitation imposed by 
the City Charter. 
The council authorized

million worth of projects now 
under construction and to es­ 
tablish a rating list for some $2.8 
million worth of projects now on 
the drawing boards. 
Sanitary sewer and water dis­ 
tricts will be given top priority, 
Obering said, to protect public 
health.

Beatrice - A mutiplidty of 


problem in writing a new gar- 
bage service contract was dis- 
cussed by the city council 
Tuesday night, with action 
deferred pending further 
meetings of a special study com- 
mittee. 


•It is the council's hope to have 


a new contract by Oct. 31, when 
a temporary agreement with 
Rush Disposal Service is 
scheduled to expire. But Allen 
Grell, chairman of the com- 
mittee, indicated that numerous 
details must be worked out 
before bids are advertised. 


A proposal to make the service 


mandatory for all residents drew 
some criticism at the meeting, 
especially from a delegation of 
senior citizens. Spokesman Mrs. 
Viola Braun argued that conces- 
sion should be given to persons 
living alone because they would 
have less refuse than families. 


Mayor Bob Sargent assured 


that an attempt would be made 
to take this factor into account in 
writing bid specifications. 
However, he defended the need 
for mandatory collection. 


Councilman Bill Johnson con- 


tended the mandatory provision 
paralelled taxation for schools or 
police protection, which also is 
not based upon the degree of 
use. But Doug Probst argued 
that such a requirement "would 
be pushing something down 
people's throats." 


Councilman Probst also

had released the hostages and 
were trying to escape. 


Police said two bandits were 


killed as the trio ran down the 
street.

Satellite Club Fire Puzzles Officials 


The fire that caused an es­ 
timated $500,000 damage to the 
Satellite Super Club is still under 
investigation, according to Fire 
Inspector Jerry McGinn. 
McGinn said officials are 
puzzled at how rapidly the fire 
swept through the structure at 
32nd and Comhusker Hwy. after 
apparently starting in an office 
area. 
“We’re just lucky it wasn't a 
Tammy Wynette or Buck Owens 
night,” McGinn said. If there 


had been a large crowd in the 
club, he said, “ someone 
probably would have died.” 
There was about 65 people, in­ 
cluding employes, in the club 
when the fire broke out about 11 
p.m. Monday night, McGinn 
said. 
Fire Chief Dallas Johnson said 
that it took 50 to 75 firemen 
about 112 hours to bring the 
blaze under control.

India, China In Dispute Over Sikkim 


NEW DELHI, India (AH) - 
India and China broke into open 
dispute Tuesday over Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi s move 
to absorb the tiny kingdom of 
Sikkim on their Himalayan 
border. 
The Chinese Communist Party 
organ, People’s Daily, said Mrs. 
Gandhi’s plan to make Sikkim an 
“associate” of the Indian Union 
amounted to making it an Indian 
colony. 
“ This flagrant act of 
colonialist expansion is just the 
same as that of the old-line 
colonialists,” the article said. 
“The Chinese people strongly 
denounce this despicable act by 
the Indian government.”

Portugal To Talk 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
(AP) — Portugal and the 
Mozambique Liberation Front 
will begin formal talks Thursday 
in the Zambian capital of 
Lusaka, the front’s leader, 
Samora. Machel, said. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from Portugal. 
“We are not going to Lusaka 
to negotiate independence,” 
Machel said. “The purpose is to 
establish 
the quickest 
mechanism for the transfer of 
power to the people of Mozam­ 
bique.” 
The front has stated that 
before negotiations could begin 
the Portuguese would have to 
agree to these three points: the 
right of the people of Mozam­ 
bique to independence; to 
recognize the front as the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
people of Mozambique, and to 
agree to negotiations for the pur- 
pose of working out the 
mechanics of the transfer of 
power. 
The front has been waging a 
war with Portugal for in­ 
dependence for the last 10 years. 


Indian Foreign Ministry of­ 
ficials replied that relations 
between India and Sikkim “do 
not concern anyone else,” in 
ettect telling Peking to keep out 
of the matter. 
Sour relations between India 
and (^ina are one factor in Mrs. 
Gandhi's desire to ensure Indian 
control over the 2,818-square- 
mile kingdom lodged between 
India, Nepal and Chinese-ruled 
Tibet. 
India and China fought a brief 
border war in 1962 about 300 
miles east of Sikkim. Indian and 
Chinese soldiers still face each 
other only feet apart at the 
14,000-foot-high Nathu Pass only 
40 miles from Gangtok, the 
Sikkimese capital. 
Reports from Katmandu said 
some Nepali legislators also 
viewed the Indian move with 


HOW WE HEAR 
Without hearing, there would 
be no civilization — for there 
would be no speech, no written 
word, no sound. 
The human ear receives sound 
waves at the eardrum, which 
vibrates and transmits these 
vibrations through tiny bones in 
the middle ear to a reservoir of 
liquid in the inner ear. There, 
miniscule waves are created 
which are sensed by some

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Black Horse Handler Sometime$ B/fter

If Frank Dixon could rewrite history, he would 


probably leave a few extra chapers in the books for 
blacks. 


Maybe he "could even find space for a few 


paragraphs about himself and his family. 


" Dixon is the only black man in the country who 


can handle a six-horse hitch. He's also the only 
black certified horse judge in the Midwest. 


The grandson of a slave, Dixon was born and 


raised on a farm in Fayette County. Iowa. His 
grandmother on his mother's side homesteaded 
there in 1858. 


Right In Middle 


There were 13 kids in Dixon's family and he 


was right in the middle, number seven. 


"It was rough but it was probably good for us," 


he said. 


Between 1918 and 1937, Dixon and his brother 


farmed 480 acres with horses. 


"The horse business is just a way of life with 


me," he said. "I never have liked tractors. I've 
always preferred horses. 


"I can remember when I first started in school; 


I'd catch my father at the end of the field so I could 
drive the horses. Heck I've been driving horses 
since I was a little tyke, six or seven years old." 


Now, at 64, Dixon handles horses only once or 


twice a year, usually at State Fair time. Joe Allen, a 
Belgian owner from Cozad, hires him to drive his 
six-horse hitch in Fair competition. 


'Nothing New' 


"This is nothing new for me," he said. "I used 


to show our Belgians a lot for fairs. At one time we 
owned 42 and we raised every one of them 
ourselves." 


In the show ring, Dixon is known far and wide 


as one of the best. 


But outside the ring, he said he has to double 


his efforts to prove his abilities. 


He admitted he's sometimes bitter about the 


way blacks have fared in history books as well as 
Hollywood's versions. 


"If you take a look at the history of America, 


you'll see that what they printed is what they 
wanted to hear," he said. "When I was going to 
school, all I learned was what (George Washington) 
Carver did with peanuts. 
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DIXON . . . might leave a few extra chapters for blacks. 


"Sometimes it can really bother ya," he said. 
"When they took the black man into slavery, 


they took away his manhood and they've never 
given it back." 


Dixon knows all too well the story of slavery in 


America. 


"My grandfather only talked about slavery 


three times," he said. "If he started in the mor- 
ning, he'd cry himself to sleep that night." 


Dixon said he still remembers the welts his 


grandfather wore on his back until he died at age 
85. 


"They'd tie him to a log and beat him," he 


said. "Then they'd run a cat up and down his back 
and rub salt into his wounds ... 


'Getting Farther Behind' 


"People try to say things are changing a lot, 


but as fast as the world is changing, we're getting 
farther and farther behind." 


After a heart attack in 1960, Dixon took a job as 


a college counselor and minority recruiter for the 
vocational-technical school at Waterloo, Iowa. 


Until then, he said, "I really didn't know what 


discrimination was."' 


In his words: Blacks are the last to get jobs and 


what they get are the hardest and with the worst 
pay- 


"Blacks have been told all their lives what to 


do and how to do it," he said. "I'm just thankful I 
learned self-worth and independence when I was 
growing up on a farm. 


"I don't know what would have happened to 


me if I hadn't been brought up under those con- 
ditions." 


Lincoln Public Schools 
Ist-Day Enrollment Dips 
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Supt. John Prasch reported 


first-day total enrollment in the 
Lincoln Public Schools Tuesday 
- 28,286 -is down 769 from the 
first day of classes last year. 


While the 2,095'total of 


kindergarteners represents a 
decrease of four children com- 
pared to school's opening last 
fall, early projections placed the 
total at 2,130, Prasch said. 


Because the kindergarten class 


is the least predictable, projec- 
tions on the same basis may have 


been overestimated throughout 
the grades, he said. 


"We usually pick up quite a bit 


after the first day," Prasch said, 
noting, that number will 
probably be fewer than in the 
past because school began a 
week later this fall. 


Prasch said the number of 


primary grade and senior high 
students Js "down a little" and 
junior high enrollees are "fairly 
close" to the number that 
started in 1973-74. 


In grades one through six. 12.- 


289 youngsters began classes 
Tuesday. The senior high schools 
reported 6,430 students and the 
junior highs, 6,803. 


The total count reflects nine 


home-bound 
students 


throughout the grades, and in- 
cludes 529 special education and 
140 Head Start students served 
by the public schools. 


Prasch said the schools will

NEW DELHI, India (AP) - 


India and China broke into open 
dispute Tuesday over Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi's move 
to absorb the tiny kingdom of 
Sikkim on their Himalayan 
border. 


The Chinese Communist Party 


organ, People's Daily, said Mrs. 
Gandhi's plan to make Sikkim an 
"associate" of the Indian Union 
amounted to making it an Indian 
colony. 


"This flagrant act of 


colonialist expansion is just the 
same as that of the old-line 
colonialists," the article said. 
"The Chinese people strongly 
denounce this despicable act by 
the Indian government"

Gandhi's desire to ensure Indian 
control over the 2,818-square- 
mile kingdom lodged between 
India, Nepal and Chinese-ruled 
Tibet - 


India and China fought a brief 


border war in 1962 about 300 
miles east of Sikkim. Indian and 
Chinese soldiers still face each 
other only feet apart at the 
14,000-foot-high Nathu Pass only 
40 miles from Gangtok, the 
Sikkimese capital. 


Reports from Katmandu said 


some Nepali legislators also 
viewed the Indian move with 


"grave concern" and voiced 
their feelings in a closed session 
of the National Assembly. 


Indian Foreign Minister 


Swaran Singh introduced the 
constitutional amendment Mon- 
day to make Sikkim an associate 
of the Indian Union, giving it 
two members in the Indian 
Parliament and incorporating it 
into Indian national planning 


Mrs. Gandhi is reported aeter- 


mined to get the amendment 
passed during the current 
parliamentary session, due to 
end this week. 


The Sikkkimese king, -or 


chogyal, is flying to New Delhi 
on Wednesday and is expected to 
plead with Mrs. Gandhi per- 
sonally for delay. 


The chogyal, Palden Thondup 


Namgyal, sent her two messages 
over the weekend accusing India 
of trying to integrate his 
kingdom at the cost of its 
national identity and without 
consulting its 200,000 in- 
habitants. 


Under the new constitution 


adopted in Jury, the monarch 
was stripped of absolute powers, 
making him little more than a 
figurehead. 


The constitution was forced on 


him by an assembly chosen this 
spring in Sikkim's first popular 
elections. The balloting was 
organized by Indian officials who 
have been virtually running the 
nation since April 1973, when the 
king had to call on India to 
restore order following an- 
tiroyalist rioting.

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Youthful Wildcats Hope To Avoid Cellar

Manhattan, Kan. — Kansas State is pinning its hopes 
of avoiding the predicted last place finish in the Big 8 con­ 
ference on a veteran quarterback, an older offensive line 
and a lot of promising young players. 


Steve Grogan, the 6-4,201-pound senior who operates 
the Veer-T offense is coach Vince Gibson’s leader of an 
offensive unit that lost eight starters from a Wildcat team 
that finished tied with Iowa State and Colorado for last 
place a year ago. 


backs and we’ve not had as good an outside receiving 
threat as we have now.” 
The running jobs are held by letter man Dave Specht 
and Regan Steiner, who together ran just 30 times for 109 
yards last season. 


Backing them up are sophomore hopefuls L. T. 
Edwards, Roscoe Scobey, and Greg Whelan. Scobey was 
leading JV rusher in 1973. 


“We think Grogan is a great quarterback,” Gibson 
told the Big Eight skywriters here Tuesday. “Pro scouts 
who have been through here are positive he will be a first 
round draft choice. I think he’ll be the No. 1 draft choice. 
Now, you guys go write a column that I said that and get 
(Dave) Humm mad at me.” 
Gibson, the dean of Big Eight coaches even though 
he’s been the K-State Leader only eight years, says 
Grogan’s weight is just 201 pounds, but that he could easi­ 
ly carry 225. 


Grogan accounted for all five touchdowns in a scrim­ 
mage last Saturday, running for two and throwing for 
three more. 
The only other returning starters are wide receiver 
Bud Peterson, and guard Bob Brandt, both seniors. The 
rest of the offensive line is composed of letterman, but 
the backup jobs are held predominately by sophomores. 


Gibson thinks he has a couple of good young 
prospects at quarterback should Grogan be injured. 
One is Tom Merrifield, a sophomore who was red- 
shirted last year. The other Arthur Bailey, who broke his 
arm last fall, was sent home, and got a hardship ruling 
from the Big Eight making him a second semester 
freshman now. 
“We think this Bailey kid is going to be a super 
player,” Gibson said. “He has as much ability as any kid 
we’ve ever had here and by late in the season we think 
Bailey will be a great player.” 


“He’s a Bobby Douglas type, but a lot better 
thrower,” Gibson said. 


Douglas is the former Kansas quarterback who now 
toils for the Chicago Bears. 
Grogan, an excellent student who was an academic 
all-Big Eight choice last year had a good spring practice 
and is having a great fall,” Gibson mentioned. “His 
biggest improvement has been in his passing arm. Even 
though he ranked third in conference play as a passer last 
season his completion percentage was only .439 and he 
had more interceptions (15) than any league passer. So 
there was room for improvement." 


“We’re going to be playing a lot of young people,” 
Gibson said. “The defense will be young with five 
sophomore starters including a pair of linebackers. 
“(Theopilis) Bryant and (Carl) Pennington are super 
football players,” Gibson said, “Playboy magazine rates 
Bryant the second best sophomore in the nation behind 
only Tony Dorsett of Pittsburgh. There is no better pair of 
linebackers in America size-wise and speed-wise.”

Squirrel Hunting 
Offers Benefits

Early season squirrel hunting 
does more than simply provide 
some tasty meals for the hunting 
outdoorsman. It also helps 
sharpen the game spotting eye, 
the shooting eye, gives practice 
in game stalking and is a finé 
excuse to enjoy the first hints of 
fall weather. 


I grew up chasing squirrels up 
a tree. But since coming to 
Nebraska, I have noted a 
deficiency in fellow hunters 
going afield for the bushy-tailed 
foxes of the woods. Too often 
too many hunters are in too big a 
hurry to bag too many squirrels. 


A slow pace and quiet walking can produce a sighting of the squirrel.

One of the real secrets of 
squirrel hunting is being 
extremely lazy. Even to the 
point of taking a break once in a 
while to sit down on a log. This is 
my specialty. 
If your breathing quickens 
while walking about for 
squirrels, just go back to the car. 
You failed the test. 
The slower you move, the less 
excited you make the squirrels. 
Try to be observant by moving 
slow, cover all the angles, all the 
trees and all the ground, in­ 
cluding fences, corn fields, 
anywhere near trees. 
Keep both eyes open. I 
generally begin my search for 
game from the ground up. That, 
of course, is after finding a good 
wooded draw, grove or wind­ 
break of trees. Wooded 
riverways are excellent. 


To me, out of place on a tree is 
a break in the silhouette of the 
limb or trunk. In this case, the 
break would look like a bump 
which stops my scan to deter­ 
mine whether the bump is ac­ 
tually a squirrel. 
Fox squirrels are appropriate­ 
ly named. They are plenty foxy. 
They attempt to keep a tree 
between themselves and the 
hunter. A slow pace and quiet 
walking aids a hunter in being 
able to get a shot at such a 
critter. Just check behind you 
regularly while strolling through 
the woods. 
If a squirrel is high in a tree 
and thinks you don’t see it, it 
will freeze tightly against the 
limb, making it tougher to see 
unless you spotted that bump 
alluded to earlier. A little 
manuevering on the part of the 
hunter generally means a 
reasonably good shot at a 
stationary target in this instance. 


Early season squirrels are 
tougher due to the leaf covering 
still on the trees, but for 
sharpening up the game spotting 
eye, it can’t be beat. 


As for what type of cover to 
look for when squirrel hunting, 
if I had the option of finding the 
perfect hunting grounds, it 
would be a forest of stately old 
cottonwood trees with a 
reasonable amount of the 
grasses below, grazed short 
enough not to hide a squirrel.

Newcombe Advances

— Defending champion John 
Newcombe, the scent of victory 
in his nostrils now that the tour­ 
nament has entered its second 
week, Tuesday powered his way 
into the quarterfinals of the U.S. 
Open tennis championship 
where he was joined by two 
former winners, Arthur Ashe 
and Ken Rosewall. 
Also through to the quarters 
for the second successive year 
was India’s unseeded Vijay 
Amritraj, who is headed for 
another meeting with Rosewall. 
Top-seeded Jimmy Connors 
and the 1971 champion, Stan 
Smith, along with the other 
seeds in the top half of the draw, 
were idle, as were all the girls 
who play their quarterfinal 
matches on Wednesday. 
Newcombe, the second seed 
here and twice winner of the ti­ 
tle, defeated unseeded Ray 
Moore of South Africa, 6-3, 6-2, 
7-5; Rosewall, the fifth seed who 
was champion in 1954 and 1970, 
trimmed 16th seeded Raul 
Ramirez of Mexico, 6-1, 6-7, 7-5, 
6-3; Ashe, the eighth seed who 
won the first Open in 1968, beat 
ninth seeded Guillermo Vilas of 
Argentina, 6-7,64,64,7-5, while 
Amritraj took his second seeded 
player, 11th picked Marty 
Riessen of Evanston, 111., 6-3, 6- 
3, 64. 
After the pressure cooker at­ 
mosphere of the first six days of 
the $271,760 tournament the 
players had to deal with a brief 
rain shower, a swirling wind 
which gusted from time to time 
and periods of bad light. Under 
the circumstances, unforced 


errors were the rule rather than 
the exception while the players 
also had to deal with bad 
bounces from grass courts which 
resembled cow pastures. 
But in the clutch, the men 
who’ve already traveled the 
championship route had the 
shots to match the conditions, 
the three former winners all 
recording their easiest victories 
of the tournament. 


Moore who will play on South 
Africa’s Davis Cup team against 
Italy in the competition’s 
semifinals, pointed at the court 
and said, “ And they call that a 
court?

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Jim Burrow . . . Nebraska Find, Mississippi Reject. 
' Too Small' Burrow 
Surprises Coaches

The scenario which landed Jim Burrow 
in Lincoln, Nebraska, is fraught with all 
the elements of a good story with a happy 
ending, but leased on a bad experience. 


Bay Packers after being fired at Ole Miss) 
“must have thought about walkons in 
college the same as he thinks about free 
agents in pro football. He doesn’t want 
anything to do with either.” 


Nebraska football coaches are still 
wondering how such a good defensive 
back could have landed in their den. 


During Burrow’s sophomore season as 
a redshirt at Nebraska, he “was an out­ 
standing scout team quarterback,” accor­ 
ding to Powers. 
Especially when Burrow experienced 
such a good freshman football season at 
Mississippi in the Southeastern 
Conference. 
Burrow, a junior promoted to Black 
Shirt status this week at left comerback, 
was a walkon at Ole Miss. After all, he 
was only a 5-10, 150-pound quarterback 
when he graduated from Amory, Miss., 
High School. 


Last season, a hamstring injury caused 
Burrow to miss spring ball. “It nagged 
him all last season or we might have seen 
more of him,” notes Powers. 
Burrow earned a promotion this week, 
sharing a Black Shirt with Ardell John­ 
son, “because he’s playing well enough to 
have one,” says Powers. “He’s looked as 
good as anyone we have on the comer.” 


But he started all five freshman games 
at Ole Miss against LSU, Auburn, Vander­ 
bilt, Memphis State and Mississippi State. 
“I understood if I did well I’d get a 
scholarship,” he recalls. 


Consequently, Powers is rotating Dave 
Butterfield, Burrow and Johnson with 
the intention that all three will see con­ 
siderable playing time. 


Glenn Cannon, an all-American defen­ 
sive back when Archie Manning played 
quarterback at Mississippi, was Burrow’s 
freshman coach. He lobbied for Burrow, 
maintaining he deserved a scholarship. 
But Mississippi head coach Billy 
Kinard said no dice. Burrow was too 
small, he insisted. The case was pleaded 
again. And Kinard balked again. 


“I’m not a big one for alternating 
around in the secondary,” concedes 
Powers, “but in some situations where 
people are playing well and are so close to 
each other, it isn’t fair to sit one on the 
bench.” 
Burrow being one of the surest tacklers 
and hardest hitters in the Nebraska 
secondary also helped him achieve a 
Black Shirt. 


Then Nebraska assistant coach Jim 
Walden, now at Miami, entered the pic­ 
ture. Walden had coached Burrow when 
he was a freshman and sophomore at 
Amory. 


“He told me Nebraska would give me a 
scholarship if Ole Miss wouldn’t,” 
explains Burrow. “I told them that, but 
they still didn’t want to give me one.” 
Burrow admits he wanted to stay at 
Mississippi. His roots were there. Amory 
was only 70 miles from Oxford. But he 
wasn’t about to turn down a scholarship 
to a power like Nebraska. 


Powers acknowledges that the 
Comhuskers will face a lot of run- 
oriented teams this fall. And with an in­ 
experienced secondary “one of the worst 
things that scares you is a young kid get­ 
ting fooled on play action. 


“I didn’t jump right on it. That seemed 
like a long way from home,” recalls 
Burrow. “But I knew in the back of my 
mind I’d end up here. All I wanted was a 
chance. Ole Miss didn’t want to give me 
one. Nebraska did.” 


“Right now I’m not worried about our 
athletes,” says Powers. “The question 
that’s unanswered is can they play as a 
unit? I have a feeling they have the 
teamwork and communication, but it has 
to be proven under game conditions.” 
Burrow, who married an Omaha girl 
this summer, played second team behind 
Bob Thornton at safety last fall when 
George Kyros was sidelined with an in­ 
jury. 


Nebraska defensive backfield coach 
Warren Powers is happy to have 
Burrow’s talent, but he says “I can’t 
believe someone could have an athlete 
like him and refuse to give him a 
scholarship. He’s a player and very 
coachable. I’m glad we got a chance to 
pump some new life in him.” 
Cornhusker defensive coordinator 
Monte Kiffin is even more explicit in his 
disbelief of Burrow being a Mississippi 
reject. According to Kiffin, Kinard (now

of avoiding the predicted last place finish in the Big 8 con- 
ference on a veteran quarterback, an older offensive line 
and a lot of promising young players. 


Sieve Grofia, the H 261-nouMl senior who operates 


the Veer-T offense Is cow* Vtace GibsM's leader of an 
offensive uit tkat lost eight starters from a Wildcat team 
that finished tied with Iowa State and Colorado for last 
place a year ago. 


"We think Grogan is a great quarterback," Gibson 


told the Big Eight skywriters here Tuesday. "Pro scouts 
who have been through here are positive he will be a first 
round draft choice. I think he'll be the No. J draft choice. 
Now, you guys go write a column that I said that and get 
(Dave) Hutnm mad at me." 


Gibson, the dean of Big Eight coaches even though 


he's been the K-State Leader only eight years, says 
Grogan's weight is just 201 pounds, but that he could easi- 
ly carry 225. 


"He's a Bobby Douglas type, but a lot better 


thrower," Gibson said. 


Douglas is the former Kansas quarterback who now 


toils for the Chicago Bears. 


Grogan, an excellent student who was an academic 


all-Big Eight choice last year had a good spring practice 
and is having a great fall," Gibson mentioned. "His 
biggest improvement has been in his passing arm. Even 
though he ranked third in conference play as a passer last 
season his completion percentage was only .439 and hie 
had more interceptions (15) than any league passer. So 
there was room for improvement." 


Grogu accounted for all five touchdowns in a scrim- 


mage last Saturday, running for two and throwing for 
three more. 


The only other returning starters are wide receiver 


Bud Peterson, and guard Bob Brandt, both seniors. The 
rest of the offensive line is composed of tetterman, but 
toe backup jobs are held predominately by sophomores. 


"We're going to be playing a lot of young people," 


Gibson said. "The defense will be young with five 
sophomore starters including a pair of linebackers. 


"(Theopilis) Bryant and (Carl) Pennington are super 


football players," Gibson said, "Playboy magazine rates 
Bryant the second best sophomore in the nation behind 
enly Tony Dprsett of Pittsburgh. There is no better pair ot 
linebackers in America size-wise and speed-wise." 


The Wildcats' defense, however, is suspect because of 


the absence of a standout middle guard. That spot is now 
being handled by sophomore Roy Shine, who was moved 
there after being K-State's best freshman lineman a year 
ago. 


Gibson lost his top two ball-carriers last season, but 


that doesn't worry him. "We have good talent at running 


backs and we've riot had as good an outside receiving 
threat as we have now." 


The running jobs are held by letter man Dave Specht 


and Regan Steiner, who together ran just 90 times for IN 
yards last season. 


Backing them up are sophomore hopefuls L. T. 


Edwards, Roicoe Scobey, and Greg Whdin. Scobey was 
leading JV rasher tat 1173.

Early season squirrel hunting 


does more than simply provide 
some tasty meals for the hunting 
outdoorsman. It also helps 
sharpen the game spotting eye, 
the shooting eye, gives practice 
in game stalking and is a fine 
excuse to enjoy the first hints of 
fall weather. 


I grew up chasing squirrels up 


a tree. But since coming to 
Nebraska, I have noted a' 
deficiency in fellow hunters 
going afield for the bushy-tailed 
foxes of the woods. Too often 
too many hunters are in too big a 
hurry to bag too many squirrels. 


One of the real secrets of 


squirrel hunting is being 
extremely lazy. Even to the 
point of taking a break once in a 
while to sit down on a log. This is 
my specialty. 


If your breathing quickens 


while walking about for 
squirrels, just go back to the car. 
You failed the test. 


The slower you move, the less 


excited you make the squirrels. 
Try to be observant by moving 
slow, cover all the angles, all the 
trees and all the ground, in- 
cluding fences, corn fields, 
anywhere near trees. 


Keep both eyes open. I 


generally begin my search for 
game from the ground up. That, 
of course, is after finding a good 
wooded draw, grove or wind- 
break of trees. Wooded 
riverways are excellent. 


If nothing is spotted on the 


ground, start scanning tree 
trunks, forks in limbs and trunk, 
then upward along the topi of 
the limbs. What you're looking 
for is something oat of place. 


To me, out of place on a tree is 


a break in the silhouette of the 
limb or trunk. In this case, the 
break would look like a bump 
which stops my scan to deter- 
mine whether the bump is ac- 
tually a squirrel. 


Fox squirrels are appropriate- 


ly named. They are plenty foxy. 
They attempt to keep a tree 
between themselves and the 
hunter. A slow pace and quiet 
walking aids a hunter in being 
able to get a snot at such a 
cntter. Just check behind you 
regularly while strolling through 
the woods. 


If a squirrel is high in a tree 


and thinks you don't see it, it 
will freeze tightly against the 
limb, making it tougher to see 
unless you spotted that bump 
alluded to earlier. A little 
manuevering on the part of the 
hunter generally means a 
reasonably good shot at a 
stationary target in this instance. 


Early season squirrels are 


tougher due to the leaf covering 
still on the trees, but for 
sharpening up the game spotting 
eye, it can't be beat. 


As for what type of cover to 


look for when squirrel hunting, 
if I had the option of finding the 
perfect hunting grounds, it 
would be a forest of stately old 
cottonwood trees with a 
reasonable amount of the 
grasses below, grazed short" 
enough not to hide a squirrel'. 


' Squirrels will give their own 
location away by the building 
leafy nests high in the branches. 
Spotting substantial numbers of 
these nests (resembling ball of 
leaves) means 
substantial 


numbers of squirrels. And good 
hunting.

Axtell (UPI) — Democratic 
congressional nominee Wayne 
Ziebarth said Tuesday he will 
apologize to Mrs. Virginia Smith 
of Chappell, his GOP opponent, 
for inferring in a radio interview 
that women have no place in 
politics.

The comments, made last 
Friday, caused several adverse 
editorial reactions and led Ann 
Crowley, state chairperson of 
the Nebraska Women's Political 
Caucus, to urge the central com­ 
mittees of both parties to 
withhold support from can­ 
didates who voice such sen­ 
timents. 


Ziebarth said he also planned 
to send statements to editors of 


the 
newspapers 
which 
editorialized against him. 


Ziebarth said he feels women 
have the right to choose 
whatever career they like. He 
said his opponent was a “good 
campaigner,” and said he had 
commented publicly during the 
primary last May that Mrs. 
Smith would be “ the best GOP 
candidate” of the several who 
sought the nomination. 


Ziebarth said the publicity 
created by his remark caused 
him “ con sid erab le em ­ 
barrassment” and may have 
damaged his campaign efforts. 


“ I’ve never thought that I was 
a male chauvinist at all,” he 
sa id . 


Ziebarth said he feels that 
there is reason for optimism in 
his campaign and that he feels 
he has some Republican support 
in his race for the seat to be 
vacated by Republican Rep. 
Dave Martin. 


He said there also appeared to 
him to be a large number of 
voters who have not made up 
their minds.

Nebras k a Farmers Fac e Foe 
In Ag Department, Say s Dy as

Hess Dyas of Lincoln, a 
Democratic congressional can­ 
didate, said Tuesday it appears 
Nebraska's farmers, already hit 
hard by the drought, face 
another foe in the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
“ As if by conspiracy with the 
weather and the market, the 
USDA is making hard times 
harder for the farmer,” Dyas 
said. 
In the first place, he said the 
USDA has failed to alter its 
regulations to allow maximum 
use of more plants for silage. 
The problem, he said, is that 
the federal crop insurance 
program penalizes the farmer 
20% of his insurance payment if 
he cuts his drought-ruined com 
for silage. 
“While this penalty clause 
could make sense in years of 
bountiful crops, it doesn’t make 
a bit of sense in a below average 
year and it is ridiculous this 
year,” Dyas said. 
Secondly, he said disaster 
payments under the farm bill are 
too low. 
‘‘Inflation on the things 
farmers buy to produce crops 
has pushed up the cost of corn 


production to $2 a bushel,” he 
said. “ Yet the farmers who do 
qualify for disaster relief are 
reimbursed on a formula which 
has $1.38 a bushel as the target 
price for corn.” 


The candidate also said 
another problem centers on feed 
grain allotments. 


He said Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz set a feed grian allot­ 
ment of 89 million acres while 
farmers were planting 126 
million acres. 


“Because of this judgment by 
Earl Butz, a lot of badly needed 
acreage in feed grain is not 
covered at all,” Dyas said.

County Courts Bus ies t 
With New Cas es in July 


In terms of new cases, July 
was the busiest month for 
Nebraska’s county courts since 
they were reorganized in 
January of 1973. 


State 
Court 
Administrator 
James E. Dunlevy said about 
18,000 new cases were filed in 
the 93 county courts during July. 
About 9,200 of those involved 
traffic offenses, with another 2.- 
200 involving violations of 
municipal traffic ordinances. 
Those totals do not include cases 
filed in the Lincoln and Omaha 
municipal courts. Dunlevy said. 
“ About half of the state traf­ 
fic cases arose in the counties on 
Interstate 80,” Dunlevy said. 


“ Over 1,000 of them, including 
truck overload violations, were 
filed in Lincoln County, and 
court personnel there indicate 
the August rate is even heavi­ 
er.” 
Fines collected by the county 
courts in July totalled more than 
$300,000. About $275,000 in fine 
money goes for school purposes, 
under provisions of Nebraska's 
constitution, with more than 
$28,000 going to state and county 
road funds. 
Fees and costs collected by the 
county courts in July, for deposit 
in the state general fund, 
totalled about $140,000, Dunlevy 
said.

timents. 


Ziebarth said he also planned 


to send statements to editors of 


the 
newspapers 
which 


editorialized against him. 


Ziebarth said he feels women 


have the right to choose 
whatever career they like. He 
said his opponent was a "good 
campaigner," and said he had 
commented publicly during the 
primary last May that Mrs. 
Smith would be "the best GOP 
candidate" of the several who 
sought the nomination. 


Ziebarth said the publicity 


created by his remark caused 
him "considerable em- 
barrassment" and may have 
damaged his campaign efforts. 


"I've never thought that I was 


a male chauvinist at all," he 
said. 


Ziebarth said he feels that 


there is reason for optimism in 
his campaign and that he feels 
he has some Republican support 
in his race for the seat to be 
vacated by Republican Rep. 
Dave Martin. 


He said there also appeared to 


him to be a large number of 
voters who have not made up 
their minds.

Nebraska Farmers Face Foe 
In Ag Department, Says Dyas 


By United Press International 
Hess Dyas of Lincoln, a 


Democratic congressional can- 
didate, said Tuesday it appears 
Nebraska's farmers, already hit 
hard by the drought, face 
another foe in the U.S Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


"As if by conspiracy with the 


weather and the market, the 
USDA is making hard times 
harder for the fanner," Dyas 
said. 


In the first place, he said the 


USDA has failed to alter its 
regulations to allow maximum 
use of more plants for silage. 


The problem, he said, is that 


the federal crop insurance 
program penalizes the farmer 
20% of his insurance payment if 
he cuts his drought-ruined com 
for silage. 


"While this penalty clause 


could make sense in years of 
bountiful crops, it doesn't make 
a bit of sense in a below average 
year and it is ridiculous this 
year," Dyas said. 


Secondly, he said disaster 


payments under the farm bill are 
too low. 


"Inflation 
on the things 


farmers buy to produce crops 
has pushed up the cost of com 


production to $2 a bushel," he 
said. "Yet the farmers who do 
qualify for disaster relief are 
reimbursed on a formula which 
has ?1.38 a bushel as the target 
price for corn " 


The candidate also said 


another problem centers on feed 
grain allotments. 


He said Agriculture Secretary 


Earl Butz set a feed grian allot- 
ment of 89 million acres while 
farmers were planting 126 
million acres. 


"Because of this judgment by 


Earl Butz, a lot of badly needed 
acreage in feed grain is not 
covered at all," Dyas said 


Demo Candidate Ziebarth 
Criticized By Rep. Martin 


WASHINGTON (AP)-U.S. 


Rep. Dave Martin, R-Neb., says 
third district congressional can- 
didate Wayne Ziebarth, a 
Democrat, "is trying to butter 
his bread on both sides without 
getting his fingers greasy." 


Martin's comments came in 


response to a Ziebarth state- 
ment last week in which he said 
third district Nebraskans would 
be better off with a Democrat in 
Congress

Republican. 


Ziebarth also said a Democrat

County Courts Busiest 
With New Cases in July 
In terms of new cases. July 


was the busiest month for 
Nebraska's county courts since 
they were reorganized in 
January of 1973. 


State Court 
Administrator 


James E. Dunleyy said about 
18.000 new cases were filed in 
the 93 county courts during July. 
About 9,200 of those involved 
traffic offenses, with another 2.- 
200 involving violations of 
municipal traffic ordinances. 
Those totals do not include cases 
filed in the Lincoln and Omaha 
municipal courts. Dunlevy said. 


"About half of the state traf- 


fic cases arose in the counties on 
Interstate 80." Dunlevy said 


"Over 1,000 of them, including 
truck overload violations, were 
filed in Lincoln County, and 
court personnel there indicate 
the August rate is even heavi- 
er." 


Fines collected by the county 


courts in July totalled more than 
$300,000. About $275.000 in fine 
money goes for school purposes, 
under provisions of Nebraska's 
constitution, with more than 
$28,000 going to state and county 
road funds. 


Fees and costs collected by the

The firm formerly purchased 


slaughter livestock, meat and 
meat products in Nebraska,

.and Ontario. 


USDA officials said the Pack- 


ers and Stockyards Act is a fair 
trade and practices law, which is 
designed to maintain fair and 
open competition in the market- 
ing of livestock, poultry and 
meat.

The Dow advanced about 5 
points at the outset, apparently 
buoyed by a carry-over of buy 
orders from the strong close 
heading into the three-day Labor 
Day weekend.

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Cold Snap Threatens 
Grain Sorghum Crop 


By The Associated Press 
Farmers can stop worrying 
about the heat. According to the 
latest crop report, they can start 
worrying about the cold. 
The Division of Agricultural 
Statistics reported Tuesday that 
“ cooler temperatures slowed 
maturity of crops and have 
caused concern to many farmers 
as to the possibility of an early 
frost___ 
“ Immature grain sorghum 
heads are quite vulnerable to 
frost at this stage, but 
temperatures were at the low 
point (early Monday) for only a 
brief period of time.” 
There was some good news to 
go with the unsettling thought of 
an early frost. 
Irrigated corn remains in fair 
to good condition throughout the 
state, and one county reported 
irrigated corn in excellent condi­ 
tion. That marked the first 
“ excellent” report since the 
drought began. 
Most irrigators have stopped 
watering, and rain and cooler 
temperatures have helped farms 
catch up on soil moisture, the 
report said. 
However, dryland corn 
remains in mostly poor to fair 
condition, with only one county 
reporting the crop in good shape. 


Recent rain has brought some 
greening, and helped the forage 
content, but not the grain. Silage 
cutting is under way throughout 
the state. 
In general, about 85% of 
irrigated and dryland corn 
acreages are in or past the dough 
stage. Normal percentage is 
100% at this time, the crop 
report said; about 857o of the 
crop has dented, 65% is normal. 
Spider mites still trouble com 
in the Panhandle, but the situa­ 
tion has stabilized in the 
remainder of the state. 


Sorghum, soybean and alfalfa 
conditions continued to im­ 
prove, the report said.

Cook Druggist 
At It 60 Years

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Cook — Same name, same location, many of the same 
loyal families as customers. And R. D. Mershon is the same 
home town kid who bought the drug store 60 years ago. 
“Straight out of high school,” he did lack a squeak or two 
in the joints which have since shown up. At 78, he is among the 
eldest pharmacists in the state and is nearly as active as he was 
at 18. 
At least eight hours per day find the affable Johnson 
Countian putting up prescriptions for customers from half a 
dozen communities. His store, though by his own appraisal 
“old-fashioned,” has a stock of everything from eyewash to 
wall paper. 
Sodas Missing 
Sadly missing, however, are the sodas which were of local 
fame for decades. They took leave seven years ago at the same 
time Ralph's heart attack arrived. 
“The doc laid down the law — no more nights and no 
more Sunday work,” recalled the oldster. “The old soda tables 
were removed while I was still in the hospital and it was a 
good thing. Used to work seven days a week and way past mid­ 
night on Saturdays — so late I ’d take home the Sunday paper. 
That was all damn foolishness.” 
His first few years, Ralph partnered with his father, H. M. 
Mershon, then bought the store on his own in 1918. He had 
graduated the year before from Babcock School of Pharmacy 
in Des Moines, Iowa. 
At Front Counter 
Until her death I Vz years ago, Mrs. Mershon (Jennie) had 
been at the front counter while her husband filled prescrip­ 
tions in back. Their daughter Lois, now Mrs. Walter 
Mannschreck of Hubbell, had grown up in the business. 
Now “chief clerk” with some 30 years’ experience is Mrs. 
Walter Ruhga, while Mrs. Duane Carman also assists. The 
store is still a Saturday nighter, though only until nine o'clock. 
As a pharmacist, the Cook man marvels at the medical 
progress since he hung up his certificate during World War I. 
The discovery of sulfas, penicillin and the countless anti­ 
biotics “have kept me scratching this old head.” 
On School Board 
The village board and Cook’s Commercial Club both were 
beneficiaries of his time, but some 20 years on the school 
board was his biggest contribution. He is also active in the 
United Methodist Church. 
A lifelong love of baseball is the closest he’s had to a hob­ 
by outside of the store itself. Once or twice a summer he 
makes it to Kansas City to give “my Roylas” a personal boost 
from the grandstand. 
Today will officially mark his 60th anniversary in the 
store, but he plans nothing special. He is content instead with 
the memories of a decade ago when some 700 persons — twice 
the population of Cook — turned out for an open house. 
“The Missus was with me then and later on we observed 
our golden wedding anniversary together. We’ve had our 
flowers.”

Swanson, who m issed 
meetings in May, June and July 
of this year, was reportedly at a 
doctor’s appointment after 
calling in sick for last week’s 
meeting. However, sources said 
Swansom visited commission of­ 
fices momentarily while the 
other three commissioners were 
meeting. 
Swanson lost a primary bid for 
renomination to the commission 
and will retire in January when a 
successor representing the 
western third of the state takes 
his seat.

Haulers Given 
Rate Increase 
The Nebraska Public Service 
Commission Tuesday granted in­ 
trastate haulers of dry goods a 
rate increase to compensate for 
recent wage increases mandated 
by union contracts.

Fate Of Platte Valley Action Agency May Dépend On Evaluation

Grand Island — Determination of the fate of the 
OEO-funded Platte Valley Community Action Agen­ 
cy (PVCAA) awaits the release of an evaluation 
being prepared at the OEO regional office in Kansas 
City. 


At PVCAA’s request, a three-man OEO team in­ 
vestigated the controversial agency in July. The 
preliminary draft of its report is expected to be sent 
for comment to the agency next week, with the final 
draft expected about two weeks after that. 
Once the Hall County board of supervisors has 
had a chance to see the study, it will probably call a 
special meeting to decide whether to follow through 
with its earlier decision to close down the agency, ac­ 
cording to Supervisor Bernard J. Crick of Grand 
Island. 
The seven-member board of supervisors un­ 
animously withdrew its sponsorship of PVCAA in 
April, charging that the agency was top-heavy with 
costly administrative jobs and was duplicating 
existing services. 
S p on sorsh ip Necessary 
PVCAA cannot operate without the sponsorship 
of some local government subdivision. Its officers 
have found the Grand Island city council unwilling to 
controvert the county board by extending city spon­ 
sorship. 
The agency also operates in Merrick and 
Hamilton Counties; the Hamilton County board has 
also held a hearing and is considering opting out. But 
most of PVCAA’s programs are headquartered in 
Grand Island. 
“It looks like it’s either Hall County sponsorship 
or phaseout,” said PVCAA program developer Art 
Monson. 
Jim Kohler, executive director of PVCAA since 


January, informed the supervisors after their initial 
decisions that they could not withdraw without going 
through federally specified procedures for “opting 
out” of sponsorship — including calling a public 
hearing. 
Rebuttals 
He made the following rebuttals of the board’s 
charges: 
—While most of PVCAA’s programs are unique, 
some “complement similar service to delivery 
systems in the area.” But “care is taken,” he added, 
“ to ensure that complementation does not become 
duplication.” 
And, Kohler said, PVCAA “is geared better than 
any other agency in Hall County to serve the low- 
income community and to administrate programs 
and monies earmarked specifically for that com­ 
munity.” 
—Salaries are a substantial part of the agency’s 
budget because “community action programs are 
seldom synonymous with monetary assistance,” he 
said. “ We deal primarily with the delivery of service 
and assistance in the form of... people helping peo­ 
ple to find needed assistance.” 
—Central administrative salaries account for 
only 12.1% of PVCAA’s monthly $27,982 budget, he 
said. “I will match these administrative cost figures 
with those of virtually any other social service 
delivery system around with no fear at all of feeling 
even the slightest embarassment at the com­ 
parison.” 
Several of PVCAA’s programs, such as Head 
Start, Family Planning and the alcoholism program, 
receive no administrative monies whatsoever, 
Kohler said. 
Meeting with the PVCAA board of directors, 
.Kohler said if he had been remiss in any way it was 
in not establishing better communication with local 
officials. 


Later, on the advice of the county attorney, the 
board of supervisors softened their position enough 
to hold a public hearing in deference to the federal 
opting-out guidelines. Of 11 people testifying at the 
hearing, 10 were in favor of PVCAA. 


Mrs. Billie Wetterer, vice president of the 
PVCAA board of directors, submitted a petition 
bearing some 1,500 signatures in support of the ac­ 
tion agency. 
At the hearing the supervisors were offered five 
options: 
—continue the status quo; 
—close down the agency; 
—start a new agency with new staff; 
—establish a public agency under county control 
to replace the present private, nonprofit, federally 
funded agency; 


—form a study committee with county input to 
consider ways of improving the present agency. 
Situation Uncertain 
PVCAA advocates the study committee, Monson 
said. “Their (the board’s) final word was. ‘We’ll let 
you know,’ ” he said. In the meantime, he said, un­ 
certainty “makes it difficult to make decisions when 
you don't know you’re going to be in existence six 
months from now.” 
Until they see the OEO report, the supervisors 
are “reaching out and trying to get the pro and con” 
from citizens and elected officials, said Supervisor 
Crick, whose district encompasses Grand Island’s 
low-income neighborhood and the PVCAA 
headquarters. 
The hearing, however, didn’t change Crick’s 
mind about eliminating PVCAA because “ most of 
the people who were there that day were employes,” 
he said. It would take something “extreme” to 
change his mind, he said. 


Crick said he views some of the agency’s services 
as duplicating existing services. He cited its 
alcoholism program as an example. 
He also thinks there are “two or three high 
salaries there that could be eliminated,” and charges 
the agency with incompetent management of funds. 
BUI Left Unpaid 
The latter charge stems from an incident in 
which Lutheran Hospital came to the board deman­ 
ding that as PVCAA’s sponsor it should compel the 
agency to pay its debt to the hospital for providing 
food for the Meals on Wheels program. 


Crick acknowledged the value of programs such 
as Meals on Wheels, and the Senior Citizens’ Center 
and bus service, all of which were initiated by 
PVCAA and then “spun off” under state or local con­ 
trol. 
“Anything you can do for poor people is good,” 
Crick said. “ People are getting taken care of real 
nice... If we do happen to vote them (PVCAA) out, 
the first program I would consider taking under our 
wing is Head Start. That’s a real good program.” 
But Crick said he would like to have the initia­ 
tion of such programs under local control, and would 
be willing to consider the alternative of a new agency 
with “people appointed by the county board to han­ 
dle government money spent in HaU County.” 
Another supervisor, Donald C. Marquard of 
Grand Island, heads the Central Nebraska CouncU on 
Alcoholism. He agrees with Crick in asserting that 
PVCAA is a waste of tax dollars, but denies any 
duplication between his office’s service and 
PVCAA’s alcoholism program. 
“There hasn’t been any problem,” he said, 
explaining that alcoholism is “such a vast problem 
that we need everything we have” in combatting it. 
'Wh ere’s Th e Good ?’ 
A former defender of PVCAA, Marquard now 


delcares “there is a quite a bit of tax money corriing 
into the three counties that doesn’t seem to be doing 
a whole lot for the poor people... Billions and 
billions of dollars have been spent on OEO, and I 
don't know where the good is that’s come out of it. 
OEO is going to have to go.” 
Adams County, he said, “gets along just as well 
or better than we do and they seem to be taking care 
of these people. And one thing for sure, they’re not 
having all the hubbub we’re having.” 


“Quite a few people have contacted us with con­ 
cern for the Head Start program,” he qualified. "We 
are willing to get behind any of these programs that 
are worthwhile and see that they survive.” 
But, Marquard said, “We’ve found in order to 
keep these things going we’ve had to take them 
over.” 


Marquard said the board “ has never looked 
favorably’ on PVCAA since six or seven years ago 
when, he said, the agency was involved in “a couple 
little marches down main street.” 
Agency Stopped Asking 
At first, he said, PVCAA came to the board each 
year for reaffirmation of its sponsorship. But a 
federal ruling in about 1970 or ’71, he said, purported 
to make sponsorship permanent unless “opting-out” 
procedures were followed. PVCAA stopped asking. 
Since then, he said, the board had forgotten 
about its sponsorship of the federal agency until the 
Lutheran Hospital came forward recently, deman­ 
ding help in collecting its biU from PVCAA. 
That incident, he said, “really started things 
boiling.” 
Marquard said he has been reading for two years 
about counties taking over action agencies and 
operating them themselves. That, he said, is one of 
the alternatives to be considered.

— Th e act in v o lv es a n o tio n 
th at wo rk ers en titled to ben efits 
in a p en sio n p lan are assu red o f 
eligibility after o n ly fiv e y ears o f 
emp lo y men t. Wh ile tru e o n th e 
face o f it, Bern stein said, th is 
migh t mean th at a wo rk er wo u ld 
be eligible to receiv e as little as 
$75 a y ear. 
“Th e p u blic h as been lu lled 
in to a false sen se o f secu rity ,” 
Bern stein said, “becau se v ery 
few p eo p le are aware o f th e 
sh o rtco min gs o f th e act.”

Cold Snap Threatens 
Grain Sorghum Crop 


By The Associated Press 
Farmers can stop worrying 


about the heat. According to the 
latest crop report, they can start 
worrying about the cold. 


The Division of Agricultural 


Statistics reported Tuesday that 
"cooler temperatures slowed 
maturity of crops and have 
caused concern to many fanners, 
as to the possibility of an early 
frost 


"Immature grain sorghum 


heads are quite vulnerable to 
frost at this stage, but 
temperatures were at the low 
point (early Monday) for only a 
brief period of time." 


There was some good news to 


go with the unsettling thought of 
an early frost. 


Irrigated corn remains in fair 


to good condition throughout the 
state, and one county reported 
irrigated com in excellent condi- 
tion. That marked the first 
"excellent" report since the 
drought began. 


Most irrigators have stopped 


watering, and rain and cooler 
temperatures have helped farms 
catch up on soil moisture, the 
report said. 


However, dryland corn 


remains in mostly poor to fair 
condition, with only one county 
reporting the crop in good shape. 


Recent rain has brought some 


greening, and helped the forage 
content, but not the grain. Silage 
cutting is under way throughout 
the state. 


In general, about 8570 of 


irrigated and dryland corn 
acreages are in or past the dough 
stage. Normal percentage is 
100% at this time, the crop 
report said; about 85% of the 
crop has dented, 65% is normal. 


Spider mites still trouble com 


in the Panhandle, but the situa- 
tion has stabilized in the 
remainder of the state. 


Sorghum, soybean and alfalfa 


conditions continued to im- 
prove, the report said.

Haulers Given 
Rate Increase 


The Nebraska Public Service

Installation Order 


The order also directs Blair to 


complete installation of one- 
party service at Kennard by 
March 1,1975. 


The commission order blames 


phone problems at Kennard on 
old equipment and poor manage- 
ment decisions by the family- 
owned firm. 
-Commission engineer Gerald 
Sasek said the 60% rate reduc- 
tion was a compromise figure 
agreed to by communications 
chief Herb Sherdon after 
examining the firm's perfor- 
mance. 


Whereas commission stan- 


dards allow only eight trouble 
reports per 100 phones, Sasek 
said trouble reports in the Ken- 
nard exchange reached as high 
as 150 complaints per 100 
phones. 


While saying Blair's service 


was "roylaly screwed up," Gay 
questioned whether a refund 
would work to the benefit of sub- 
scribers. Gay said he has serious 
questions whether the commis- 
sion has the authority to refund 
and whether the refund would 
inhibit improvements.

" Mrs. Billie Wetterer, vice president of the 


PVCAA board of directors, submitted a petition 
bearing some 1,500 signatures in support of the ac- 
tion agency. 


At the hearing the supervisors were offered five 


options: 


—continue the status quo; 
—close down the agency; 
—start a new agency with new staff; 
—establish a public agency under county, control 


to replace the present private, nonprofit, federally 
funded agency; 


—form a study committee with county input to 


consider ways of improving the present agency.

PVCAA advocates the study committee, Monson 


said. "Their (the board's) final word was, 'Well let 
you know,'" he said. In the meantime, he said, un- 
certainty "makes it difficult to make decisions when 
you don't know you're going to be in existence six 
months from now." 


Until they see the OEO report, the supervisors 


are "reaching oat and trying to get the pro and con" 
from citizens and elected officials, said Supervisor 
Crick, whose district encompasses Grand Island's 
low-income neighborhood and the PVCAA 
headquarters. 


The hearing, however, didn't change Crick's 


mind about eliminating PVCAA because "most of 
the people who were there that day were employes," 
be said. It would take something "extreme" to 
change his mind, be said. 


Crick said he views some of the agency's services 


as duplicating existing services. He cited its 
alcoholism program as an example. 


He also thinks there are "two or three high 


salaries there that could be eliminated," and charges 
the agency with incompetent management of funds. 


Bill Left UipaM 


The latter charge stems from an incident in 


which Lutheran Hospital came to the board deman- 
ding that as PVCAA's sponsor ft should compel the 
agency to pay its debt to the hospital for providing 
food for the Meat on Wheels program. 


Crick acknowledged the value of programs such 


as Meals on Wheels, and roe Senior Citixens' Center 
and bus service, all of which were initiated by 
PVCAA and then "spun off' under state or local con- 
trol 


"Anything you can do for poor people is good," 


Crick said. "People are getting taken care of real 
nice,.. If we do happen to vote them (PVCAA) out, 
the first program I would consider taking under our 
wing is Head Start That's a real good program." 


But Crick said be would Hte to have the ituti*- 


tkm of such programs under local control, and would 
be willing to consider the alternative of a new agency 
with "people appointed by the county board to ban- 
die government money spent in H*fl County." 


Another supervisor, Donald C. Mannurd of 


Grand Island, beads the Central Nebraska Council on 
Alcoholism. He agrees with Crick in asserting that 
PVCAA is a waste of tax dollars, but denies any 
duplication between his office's service and 
PVCAA's alcoholism program. 


"There hasn't been any problem," he said, 


explaining mat alcobofism is "such a vast problem 
that we need everything we have" in combatting ft.

delcares "there is a quite a bit of tax money cording 
into the three counties that doesn't seem to be doing 
a whole lot for the poor people...

Adams County, he said, "gets along just as well 


or better than we do aad they seem to be taking care 
of these people. And one thing for sure, they're not 
having all the hubbub we're having." 


"Quite a few people have contacted as with con- 


cern for the Head Start program," he qualified. "We 
are willing to get behind any of these programs that 
are worthwhile and see that they survive." 


But, Marquard said, "We've found in order to 


keep these things going we've had to take them 
over." 


Marquard said the board "has never looked 


favorably" on PVCAA since six or seven years ago 
when, he said, the agency was involved in "a couple 
little marches down main street." 


Ageicy Stopped AsUag 


At first, he said, PVCAA came to the board each 


year for reaffirmation of its sponsorship. But a 
federal ruling in about 1970 or 71, be said, purported 
to make sponsorship permanent unless "opting-out" 
procedures were followed. PVCAA stopped asking. 


Since then, be said, the board had forgotten 


about its sponsorship of the federal agency until the 
Lutheran Hospital came forward recently, deman- 
ding help in collecting its bill from PVCAA. 


That incident, he said, "really started things 


boiling." 
^^ 


Marquard said he has been reading for two years 


about counties taking over action agencies and 
operating them themselves. That, he said, is one of 
the alternatives to be considered.

Washington - The Labor Day 


setting was perfect for President 
Ford to sign a law that in his 
words "will probably give more 
benefits and rights and success 
in the area of labor-management 
than almost anything in the 
history of the country." 


The setting was the White 


House Rose Garden, flowers in 
full bloom, with white-jacketed 
waiters serving iced tea and 
lemonade to the elite of industry 
and labor who arrived at the 
executive mansion in long black 
limousines. 


The rhetoric more than 


matched the scene, with con- 
gressmen, union leaders and the 
President stating repeatedly that 
the signing of the pension 
reform act had made it a truly 
"historic Labor Day."

accountants," tends to indicate 
that it may contain less than 
meets the rhetoric. 


One congressional staff aide 


said that his office had fielded 
many telephone calls from con- 
stituents who had either retired 
or were about to retire and who 
thought the new law entitled 
them to pensions when it does 
not.

Retirement Income Security Act 
of 1974 contend that the law con- 
tains serious omissions and 
deficiencies and that the 
measure has been oversold to 
the public. 


Specially, the act's provisions 


dealing with a worker's right to 
and eligibility for a' pension 
cover only about one-third of the 
labor force — at least 23 million 
people but hardly the total body 
of American labor. 


Additionally, the act singles 


out for exclusion perhaps 10 
million workers employed by 
federal, state and local 
governments, some church 
groups such as teachers in 
parochial schools, and workers 
eligible for profit sharing, stock 
dividend and other uncommon 
retirement programs. 


No Guarantee 


In fact, the act does not 


guarantee a pension to anyone. 


Since the pension system, with 


the exception of Social Security, 
is entirely voluntary, the act 
merely says that those corporate 
and union groups having pen- 
sions must abide by a certain set 
of rules. Even the specific 
amounts of retirement benefits 
are not set. 


One 
of 
the 
most 


knowledgeable and vocal critics 
of the reform act is Merton C. 
Bernstein, who is a professor of 
law at Ohio State University, a 
former attorney for the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Com- 
mittee, which helped draw up 
the legislation, and an expert in 
pension legislation. 


"It will be a long time before 


the people realize that they've 
been had," Bernstein said. 
"That's the thing that dis- 
courages me most." 


He cited four areas, as follows, 


in which he said he felt the act 
was deficient: 


— The Pension 
Benefit 


Guarantee Corp., a new federal 
agency created by the act to in- 
sure the pension rights of 
workers, is in a serious financial 
situation from the onset and "in 
very shaky condition." Corpora- 
tion officials expect to collect 
$23 million in premiums the first 
full year of operation, yet, 
Bernstein said, it might be 
expected_that three times that 
amount would have to be paid 
out. 


— Some features of the act, he 


said, now make it more attrac- 
tive for a company either to 
scrap its existing pension 
program or offer none at all to 
the rank and file of employes, 
while aiding higher salaried 
executives to set up their own 
personal plans. 


— The act is so complicated, 


that it may deter a small com- 
pany from setting up a pension 
fund because the fees of at- 
torneys and actuaries would be 
so great. The notion received 
some support when a legal 
publishing house here an- 
nounced that it was about to 
start a bi-weekly news letter 
dealing with the law's in- 
tricacies. 


— The act involves a notion 


that workers entitled to benefits 
in a pension plan are assured of 
eligibility after only five years of 
employment While true on the 
face of it, Bernstein said, this 
might mean that a worker would 
be eligible to receive as little as 
$75 a year. 


"The public has been lulled 


into a false sense of security," 
Bernstein said, "because very 
few people are aware of the 
shortcomings of the act" 


While conceding that the act is 


not perfect. Rep. Peter A. 
Peyser, R-N.Y., took the view 
that the new law would serve 
"as a stimulus to bring pensions 
into places they have never been 
before today/'

Maddox Loses 
Nomination Bid

Lt. Gov. Lester Maddox, 


Georgia's segregationist gover- 
nor of the 1960s, lost his bid for 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination to State Rep. George 
Busbee in Tuesday's runoff elec- 
tion. 


Busbee, a white who had the 


backing of black civil rights . 
leader Julian Bond, took an ear- 
ly lead and never trailed. 


Busbee, the majority leader of 


the Georgia House, refused to 
.claim -victory, but he said: "It 
does look good." 


Maddox, who was governor 


from 1966 to 1970, did not con- 
cede. But he said, "I think 
possibly voter apathy — people 
thinking that we had it made — 
might have been part of the 
problem." 


Maddox feuded with Busbee 


throughout the runoff campaign. 
When asked if he would support 
Busbee in the general election, 
Maddox said: "I can't support 
anyone who hasn't been 
honest." 


Maddox led the 12-candidate 


field in the Aug. 13 primary, but 
he failed to win 50 per cent of 
the vote and was forced into the 
runoff against Busbee, the 
second-place finisher. 


In tile Republican guber- 


natorial runoff, retired Army of- 
ficer Harold Dye held a slim lead 
over Macon Mayor Ronnie 
Thompson, who has issued 
'•shoot-to-kill" orders to his 
police force in a crackdown on 
crime. 


With 1,383 precincts reporting, 


Dye had 10,513 votes to 10,223 
for Thomnsnn 


7972 Crash Suits 
Settled By Airline 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Eastern 


Airlines has spent $35 million to 
settle most of the suits arising 
from the 1972 crash of a jumbo 
jet in the Everglades that 
claimed 101 lives. 


Settlements ranged from 


$150,000 to $850,000. The highest 
settlement went to Kuneko 
Goldfluss of New York City, 
whose back was broken and 
whose husband, Bernard, was 
killed when the LlOll jet bellied 
into a swamp 20 miles west of 
Miami on Dec. 29,1972. 


"I don't want to talk about the 


money," Mrs. Goldfluss said. "It 
can't bring my husband back. I 
try to keep myself occupied, but 
emotionally, I'm sick." 


Ninety-six passengers and five 


crewmen died in the crash. 
Another 77 passengers and eight 
crewmen survived. Some es- 
caped with nothing more than 
scratches; others are still being 
treated for injuries. 


Court records here show a 


total of 82 suits were filed. About 
60 were settled in Florida courts. 
The rest are either unsettled or 
have been transferred to New 
York for determination of 
damage amounts. 


Eastern, which had $100 


million to $150 million in in- 
surance spread among four 
major firms, admitted liability 
after the National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board blamed crew 
error for the crash. 


The board said the flight crew 


was preoccupied with a burned- 
out cockpit warning ight and did 
not realize until seconds before 
the crash that the airplane had 
descended from its 2,000-foot 
altitude.

Missouri River Said 
U.S.'s Most Polluted 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The 


Missouri River between Sioux 
City, Iowa, and Kansas City, 
Mo., is the most polluted major 
waterway in the nation, accord- 
ing to a new U.S. water survey. 


But the same survey rated the 


upper Missouri, between Mon- 
tana and Sioux Gity, the cleanest 
waterway in the country. 


The 667-page Environmental 


Protection Agency (EPA) re- 
port studies 35 sections of 22 
major waterways 


The Missouri between Sioux 


City and Kansas City carries 
heavy loads of viruses, bacteria 
from ammal and human wastes, 
metals, sulfates, pesticides and 
other chemicals, die report says. 


It lists the major causes as in- 


adequately treated sewage, 
runoff from animal feedlots, ex-, 
tensive irrigation, packing 
plant and other industry dis- 
charges and soil erosion. 


The report lists the five dir- 


tiest waterways as the lower 
Missouri, the Mississippi River 
in the Minneapolis area, the up- 
per Arkansas River and the mid- 
dle Missouri. 


The cleanest were the upper 


Missouri, the Columbia, the 
lower Tennessee, the Snake, the 
Willamette, Boston Harbor and 
the upper Mississippi. 


Pollution caused by sewage 


bacteria has declined over the 
past five years, but nitrogen and 
phoshorus pollution—primarily 
from fertilizer runoff—is getting 
worse, the report said. 


The Missouri's fecal coliform 


bacteria level, from human and 
animal wastes, is 10 times in 
excess of water quality stand- 
ards for swimming and drinking 
downstream in the Omaha area, 
the report says. 


It blamed runoff and dis- 


charges from industries and 
sewage treatment plants. 


The report shows less than 50 


per cent of major water con- 
taminants are being removed by 
sewage treatment plants in Sioux 
City, Council Bluffs, Omaha 
and Bellevue, Neb., all located 
on the Missouri. 


The report shows a large treat- 


ment plant serving 167,500 per- 
sons in the Omaha area is 
removing only 39 per cent of the 
pollutants. 


No Conflict Foreseen 
With Business 


NEW YORK (AP) - Vice 


president-designate Nelson A. 
Rockefeller said Tuesday he 
foresaw no conflict of interest 
between his" multimilliondollar 
business holdings and the 
nation's second highest office. 


"Your basic assumption will 


be proven wrong, that a great in- 
fluence exists," Rockefeller told 
newsmen. "My only con- 
stitutional duty would be to 
preside over the Senate, and the 
conflict of interest there is 
rather limited." 


However, he added that 


should any conflict arise, "I 
would have no problems in 
taking whatever steps are 
necessary." 


Rockefeller repeated his 


pledge to comply with the laws 
requiring financial disclosure 
during confirmation hearings 
before Congress — save for cer- 
tain unspecified details of his 
personal fortune 


"I keep that option open, but I 


feel the public is entitled to a full 


and clear disclosure,' 
Rockefeller said, in his first 
appearance at his New York of- 
fice since his nomination for vice 
president last month by Presi- 
dent Ford. 


While an active aspirant for 


the presidency, Rockefeller once 
scorned the vice presidency as a 
standby post and suggested it 
was not for him. 


"That was true 15 years ago, 


but not at this moment," 
Rockefeller said Tuesday. 


The former New York gover- 


nor reiterated an endorsement 
of a statement by Sen. Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa., that former Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon had been 
hanged and ought not to be 
drawn and quartered. But 
Rockefeller added: 


"That doesn't mean that 


whatever appropriate steps need 
to be taken shouldn't be taken." 


That, he declared was a 


matter to be decided by special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski.
